7b Bis Mccellency the Gover-nor of Michigan : 

Pursuant to the requirements of Act No. 194, 
S. L. 18tj7, 1 have the honor herewith to submit 
my report of births, marriages and deaths for the 
year ending April 5th, 1868. 

This forms the first report from this office under 
the law, and although its tables and deductions 
are not so extended as I could have desired, owing 
to the late day of receiving many of the returns 
from County Clerks, and the entire absence of 
returns from several counties; yet it is believed 
that it will afford some information of interest and 
practical value, and is, perhaps, as complete as 
could reasonably be expected in the first year of 
the practical operation of the law. 

It can hardly be expected, in the introduction of 
a law of this nature, requiring the co-operation of 
60 many persons in its execution, widely separated 
and often living in sparsely populated districts, 
that no errors should occur, or that the law should 
always so commend itself to those required to per- 
form the duties it imposes, as to command at first 



their hearty co-operation. lu view, however, of the 
limited time the law has been on trial, and the dif- 
ficulties incident to its thorough execution, it is 
hoped that the results thus far attained will not be 
found unsatisfactory, but rather tend to justify the 
wisdom of such a law. 

Immediately upon the passage of the law, the 
necessary blank forms were prepared with great 
care, for the original returns to the County Clerks. 
"With these, were sent to the Clerks, for distribu- 
tion by them, printed instructions to Supervisors 
and AssessorSj to assist them in making complete 
returns of births and deaths. A pamphlet was 
also compiled, from the laws of the State, relative 
to the duties of persons solemnizing marriages, 
which has been fnrniBhed to Clergymen and Jus- 
tices of the Peace, through the offices of the 
County Clerks, and also from this office direct, on 
application. 

A record each, of births, mavriages and deaths^ 
was also prepared and furnished each County 
Clerk. 

I am happy to state, that with few exceptions, 
I have received the cordial and ready assistance of 
the County Clerks, in the execution of the law. 
Upon these officers, in a great measure, depend the 
accuracy and consequent value of the annual 
reports and original records. 

Should the County Clerks fail to exact complete 
returns from those required to make them, the 
benefits intended to be gained will not be secured. 

The work of examining and recording the orig- 



inal returns, and making transcripts of records for 
this department, requires much time and care, for 
which they should receive a just compensation. 
A majority of the Supervisors and Assessors are 
believed to have promptly and thoroughly per- 
formed the duties required of them. It is hoped 
that the present Legislature will make some cer- 
tain provision for paying them for this additional 
work. 

"While I take pleasure in testifying to the faith- 
fulness with which most of these officers have per- 
formed their duties, I am sorry to say that some 
have entirely neglected them. Notwithstanding 
the repeated and urgent efforts which have been 
made through letters and circulars from this de- 
partment, five counties have wholly failed to make 
returns, and from several only partial returns have 
been received. In some cases this has resulted 
from inadvertence on the part of Supervisors and 
Assessors; while in others, it is due to their inten- 
tional neglect, because no compeusation was 
provided by law for the wort. 

Several instances have been reported of the re- 
fusal of Clergymen to make return of marriages, 
and of their deliberately violating the statute, after 
its provisions had been brought to their knowledge. 
It is gratifying to know that these are very rare 
and exceptional eases, and that the performance 
of this duty, so important to the parties married, 
and their prospective offspring, is seldom neglected 
by those solemnizing marriages. Should the com- 
plaint be repeated, steps will be taken to convince 



the offending parties that their plea of the " higher 
law," will hardly avail in the courts as against our 
statute law. It is believed that by granting com- 
pensation, either per capita or per diem, to those 
officers who are required to make return of births 
and deaths to the County Clerks, eufflcient to in- 
duce a careful and perfect canvass, which must 
necessarily be to them a work of patient inquiry 
and investigation, much of the difficulty in pro- 
curing complete and valuable returns will he 
remedied. 

No legal measures have been taken to secure 
delinquent returns, as it is believed that legislation 
as to minor points of the law, and the time neces- 
sary to familiarize the people with it, will in most 
cases, correct the evils complained of, more readily 
than recourse to the courts. 

Wo returns have beeu received from the city of 
Detroit. It is claimed by the Common Council 
that the law was not intended to apply to that city, 
or if it were, that compliance with it is impossible, 
as the assessment is made there from October to 
April, It is hardly to be supposed that the Leg- 
islatvu'e intended to except from the provisions of 
the law, the city of Detroit, from which it is antic- 
ipated our most valuable returns, in a statistical 
point of view, will be received. I suggest such 
legislation as shall remove the difficulty alluded to. 

I would also recommend an amendment of the 
law, so that the returns shall include the year pre- 
ceding the first day of April, instead of the first 
Monday of April. This would simplify the work 
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of this office, and relieve us from fractional parts of 
a month in our calculations. 

I would also recommend that the first day of 
September be fixed as the date for making returns 
by County Clerks to the Secretary of State. This 
will give ample time to the County Clerks to make 
their returns, while the additional time is needed 
in this department for preparing the annual report, 
before the close of the year, which is found to be 
a work of much time and labor. 

I take this occasion to acknowledge my obliga- 
tion to the Hon. Oliver Warner, Secretary of State 
of Massachusetts, for reports, forms of blanks, and 
information kindly furnished me, and from which 
I derived much aid in giving practical eft'ect to the 
law. 

My thanks are also due to Dr. I. H. Bartholo- 
mew, of this city, late one of the Vice Presidents 
of the State Medical Society, who has rendered 
valuable assistance in the nomenclature and classi- 
fication of diseases; and, also, to S. H. Eow, Esq., 
Deputy Secretary of State, to whom the details of 
the work have been entrusted.

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FIRST EEGISTRATION REPORT. 
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FOK THE TEAB ENDING APRIL 5th, 1868. 



In presenting the following tables and observations, conslita- 
ting the First Annual Report relaling to the registration and 
return of bu-ths, marriages and deaths, it may be veil to 
coDsider some of the advantages which a perfect system of 
registration may give to the citizens of our State. 

The prominence which Michigan occupies to-day, her pro- 
gress in nearly every branch of industry, the excellence of her 
school system, her advancement in the arts and sciences, me- 
chanics and ngricultnre, can be directly traced to judicious 
legislative enactments. 

Few more important laws are contained in our statutes, than 
that requuing the registration of births, marriages and deaths. 

In a legal point of view, it is of the greatest importance that 
our citizens should be able to prodnca record evidence of births, 
marriages and deaths, in cases where it ia necessary to establish 
proofs of relationship in the inheritance and transmission of 
estates. 

The necessity of a perfect system of registration has been 
fully demonstrated within the past few years, by the frequent 
application of parties claimiDg pensions and dues from the 
General Government, arising from the loss of relatives in the 
fate war of the rebelUon, for the necessary record proofs, which 
in too many cases coold not be furnished, on account of the 
culpable carelessness of those whose duty it was to make and 
preserve them. 



!i FTBBT BEQIBTBATION BKPOKT. 

In nearly all cases requiring proofs of relationship, a certified 
copy of the record established by law, is more available than 
the production of testimony from living witnesses. 

In a sanitary point of view, too much importance cannot be 
attached to the great benefits which will accrue from the infor- 
mation to be derived from statistics on death and its causes. 
As years intervene, comparative tables can be arranged, showing 
the increase or decrease of diseases which cause the highest 
rate of mortality, showing also, the influence of locality, season, 
sex and occupation, npon the duration of human life. The ac- 
cumulation of Ruch data, cannot fail to suggest the most valu- 
able truths. Much that now is hidden, or at least the work of 
Bormise and imperfect observation, regarding vital statistics in 
our State, can thusbedemonstrated with comparative certainty. 

The statistics thus obtained, will lead to a more perfect knowl- 
edge of the causes which influence, and suggest remedies for 
the prevention of diseases incident to our State — averting ca- 
lamities which might otherwiaa seem inevitable — thereby best 
answering the obligations of a true philanthropy. 

The success of similar reports, for generations, in many of the 
countries of Europe, in Massachnsetts, extending through a 
series of twenty-foui- years, and in other of our States for less 
periods, leads to the inference that our own law, if thoroughly 
enforced, may lead to the successful results contemplated by its 
enactment. 

The whole number of names registered during the year, end- 
ing April 5, 1868, as returned by the various County Clerks, 
was thirty-seven thousand and two hundred (37,200.) 

These are divided as follows: Nineteen thousand five hun- 
dred and forty- four (19,544) children were bom alive,* of which 
ten thousand one hundred and seventy-seven (10,177) were 
males, and nine thousand three hundred and sisty-seven (9,367) 
were ft

Vrm thonsand seven handred and three ('>> i^^) coaplee — or 
elevea thonsand four htmdred and six (ll,i06) pereons — were 
ntEuried. Of this □nmber, three thooaand two hundred and 
ninety-three (3,293) were American marri^es; bis hundred and 
ninety-five (695) were marriages of foreign parties exclusively; 
six hundred and ninety-two (692) were marriages in which 
one party was a foreigner; and ten hundred and twenty-three 
(1,023) marriages were reported, with the nativity of the 
parties unknown. 

The whole number of deaths was six thousand two hundred 
and fifty, (6,250,) of which three thousand three handred and 
thirty-one (3,331) were malee, and two thousand nine handred 
and nineteen (2,910) were females. 
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DEUNQUENT. 

In the observations and tables of this report, it mnet be 
borne in mind, that no returns of either births, mairiages or 
deaths, have been received from the county of Saginaw, con- 
taining two large cities, or from the counties of Chippewa, 
Keweenaw, Mackinac and Manitou. No returns of births or 
deaths were received from the populous city of Detroit, and no 
returns of marriages from the entire county of Wayne. The 
births and deaths which occurred in the 1st and 2d districts of 
OwoBSO city, and in the following townships, were not returned: 
Perry, Woodhull and Hazleton, Shiawassee county; LaCrois, 
Emmet county; Marquette and Negannee, Marquette county; 
Gun Plains, Lee, Otsego, Pine Plains and Saugatuck, Allegan 
county; Beaver and Arenac, Bay county; and Kocklond and 
Carp Lake, Ontonagon county. 

Betums from all these delinquent counties, cities and 'town- 
ships, would materially change the foregoing totals, and 
proportionately affect all the computations that follow. 

The natoral increase of population, or the excess of births 
over deaths, for the year, is thirteen thousand two hundred and 
ninety-four. (13,294.)

Asfloming that those portions of the State, from which re- 
turns have been received, contain a population* of 1,000,000, 
one living child was bom to every 51 . 17 persons. One person 
in every 87.67 was married. One person in every 160 died. 

•A perfect census of oar State, would, without doubt, show a population in excess of 
1,100,000. The State census of 1864, is universally conceded to be very imperfect, and as 
eight years have intervened since the compilation of the U. S. census, many interesting 
tables, which might otherwise have been given, with a true data of the population of our 
State as a basis, are anfortunately wanting in this report.

That occurred in the city of Marshall, Calhonn county, of Irish 
parentage, and was composed of 2 males and 1 female. 

Tunns. — ^There were 226 cases of twin births reported, pro- 
ducing 452 children, of which 223 were males, and 229 were 
females. The proportion of twin children to those of single 
birth is as 1 to 43^. 

Illegitimate. — ^There were 121 illegitimate children bom, of 
which 66 were males and 55 females; making 1 illegitimate 
child to 160j^ of legitimate birth, or a little over six-tenths of 
one per ceni of all the births in the State.

Less than three per cent of the mates were under twenty 
years, and less than 43 per cant, were under twenty-five. 

The oldest person married was a man aged 82 years, a resident 
of Ionia county, who found his bride, a lady of 61 years, in the 
county of Genesee. 

The oldest bride in the State was aged 75 years, a resident of 
Lapeer county. Her fortunate spouse was aged 79 years. 
These constitute the oldest couple married in the State. 

One man in Eaton county, aged 66 years, led a bride of 19 
sammers to the bymenial altar; while the youngest worshiper 
at the matrimonial shrine was a female in Tuscola county, of 
the age of 13. 

Three thousand eight hundred and fifty-four females showed 
their appreciation of that wisdom acquired by superior age, 
by marrying husbands older than themselves, while but 283 
men chose wives superior to themselves in years.

The obeervatioiiB contained in this report on epecitied cfttuea 
of death, are of necefisity baaed strictly apon the retams re- 
ceived at this Department Tliere is, on examination, no appa- 
rent reason for considering them more imperfect than those of 
births or marriages. Yet the fact of a birth or marriage having 
oooorred, is more easily obtained than the acienti&c name of a 
diseoBe, or the true canse of a death. 

Some discrepancieij are dottbtlese contained in the retontB, 

resalting not only from the imperfect information given to BU-

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The Weather — Is an impoxtaiit agent in connection vrith the 
pablio health. Through the courteB; of the authorities ftt the 
Agrlcnltural College, Lansing, we are enabled to give the fore- 
going table of obeervationa made at that institntioii. For the 
sake of comparisoQ it was desired to give similar tables from 
other localities, but none were accesBible. 

No epidemic diseases have prevailed to any extent during the 
year- 
Ten (10) persons lost their lives by railroad accidents. One 
(1) by lightning. Twenty (20) committed suicide. Eleven (11) 
mnrders are reported. Fifteen (16) died from poison, (whether 
occidental or intentional, not stated,) and one (1) from excessiTe 
heai 

Only two deaths are reported from wounds received in the 
United States service. This number would be augmented, 
without doubt, if a complete classification of the causes of deaths 
could have been made, abowiog that diseases contracted while 
in the service, and in rebel prisons, at last proved fatal, largely 
increoeitig the number of thirteen thousand six hundred and 
fifty Michigan men, whS fell in action or died from wounds 
received daring the late war of the rebellion.

It is a anrpriBmg fact that of the whole number of deaths 
reported, from all caaseB, mote than one-third were those of 
children under five years of age. 

Whether or not this is the result of an imperfect knowledge 
of physiology and hygiene, diet, or a constitational necessity, it 
is not practicable to discuss here. But it most certainly de- 
mands the highest consideratioD, not only of scientific men, but 
of the fathers and mothers of our State. Is not the large pro- 
portion of CEirly deaths caused by insufiicient and unsuitable 
clothing and improper diet ?

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If proof was needed of tbe importance and vuliie of etatistical 
informatioii on the subjects vbich constitute this report, tbe 
foregoing table (11) would be aulHcient. 

Consumption — The belief haa always existed in Micbigan that 
the inhabitants of the Stat« were comparatively exempt from 
consumption. It is true that within a few years tbe impression 
baa gained ground that tbe disease was increasing, but that any 
such large percentage of deaths occurred from that dieesse as 
is shown in the table, will greatly surprise the Micbigan reader. 
In tbe Eastern States it was known that consumption was Tory 
prevalent and fatal, but in Michigan it was generally thought 
to be comparatively rai'e. Tbe whole number of deaths reported 
in the State is G,250; the number from consumption is 952, 
making the large percentage of 15.23. In Massachusetts tbe 
percentage of deaths from consumption to deaths from all 
causes, in 1865, was 17.69, showing a difference in favor of 
Michigan of only 2.46 per cent. 

Tbe percentage of females was 51.26, of males, 43.74. 

The greatest number of deaths occurred in March; the least 
in July ond August, The percentage for March was 11.55; for 
July and August it was 6.71. 

The number of deaths in Spring woe 276, or 28.9 per cent. 
Winter " 249, 26.1 
Autumn " 212, 22.3 " 
Summer " 202, 21.2 

(In the season of Spring, March, 1868, is included with April 
and May, of 1867.) 

There is no disease in tbe table that shows a mortality so 
evenly distributed through tbe seasons as consumption appears 
to be from the above comparison, but it is believed that even 
this uniformity is not greater than tbe average of years will 
show. 

Six and ninety-tbree hundredths per cent, of the deaths oc- 
onrred under tbe age of five years. This, appears large, but it 
is not greater than the percentage reported in Massacbusetts — 
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the avei-age there for eleven years, ending in 1865, being 7.24 
per cent, under five years. 

The grenteat mortalitT ia between the ages of 20 and 30, the 
percentage being 25.10. 

The mortality of different ages, Bhown in the foregoing table, 
is compared below with that shown in a table of the MasB- 
aehnsette Beport for 1865, extending over a period of 11 }'eara:

& coincidence so complete aa this cannot bo allowed to paea 
without comment. 

In Michigan this is the first effort to accumulate these sta- 
tistica. Our law is imperfect, our ofBcera inexperienced. In 
MasBachusetts they commenced the work over a quarter of a 
century ago. They have a good law, and must have gained 
experience. 

Michigan is a new State, Massachusetts an old one; Michigan 
is inland, Massachusetts is sen-board; Michigan has a rich al- 
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Invial soil and a mEiIarions climate, Masaachnsetts has neither. 
The people of Mcbigan are moBtly employed in agricultuie and 
inteinal commerce; the people of MaseachneettB much more in 
manufacturee and foreign commerce. In fact, there is hardly 
a single external inSuence affecting health which they have in 
common, and notwithstanding all this, these two tables are 
almost identical, so nearly do they correspond; and this is not the 
only correspondence which might be abown, 

We have refrained from giving tables showing corres- 
pondences as to percentage of deaths to population, because 
oar lo^t census is five years old, and also very imperfect. Other 
correspondences might be ehown, bnt for similar reasons we do 
not now attempt it 

Still Ihe lesson to be learned from this single table, we thinb, 
is sufficiently plain. The canse or causes which prodnee con- 
sumption are not partial or local in their character or effects, 
but general and extensive. 

If it is said that in some localities it is much more frequeoat 
than in others, and that some of these localities are qmte 
limited — admit it. That is, in these localities the conditions 
exist which are favorable to its development. "We can admit 
no more. Some fields of a farm will produce much larger crops 
of wheat than others, but we do not loot for the cause of the 
growth of wheat in any particular field. We rather find the 
oanse of its growth- — under those infiuences and conditions 
necessary to the devolopment of vegetable life— to be in its 
peculiar cell organization, an organization which allies it to all 
growth. 

Consnmption is spread all over the globe, with a uniformity 
of distribution, a uniformity o! fatality, in all ages and in both 
sexes, a uniformity in all seasons and even climates, that cannot 
be claimed for any other disease known. Hence, its cause must 
be found in some of those conditions of life which are most gen- 
erally deemed necessary to existence and conducive to happiness. 
Further, consumption for many years has been increasing very 
steadily and rapidly, at least amongst civilized nations. Its 
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came, then, moat be an increRsmg caose, and most be developed 
throogb some close connectioii with the development of society 
and the pK^^rees of the world. 

Oan we not now discover some similarity between the con- 
ditioBS of society in Michigan and in Uassachosette, which may 
help to accoont for the strange uniformity in the prevalence of 
ooDBomption in the two States. 

UasBachosetts has probably the best common school ^stem 
and the best supported common schools in the world. In 
proportion to its age and wealth, Michigan is at least her equal.

Perhape the cause of consumption is to be found in a dispro- 
portjonate development of the nervous system over the digestive 
and assimiliktive. We Lave only touched a very extensive sub- 
ject. The foregoing is stated somewhat positively, because 
it could be vrritten thus in fewer words and in less space. 
If we have given even a hint which will be of any nse in the 
investigation of this subject, our satisfaction will be complete. 

Consnmption is very evenly distributed throughout the State. 
In the six southwestern counties along the shore of Lake 
Michigan, there was one death reported for every 660' in- 
habitants, and one death from this cause to every 7.5 deaths 
from all causes. 

In the sis southeastern counties constituting the east shore 
of the State, there was one death reported to every 748 
inhabitants, and one death from this cause to 6.6 from all causes. 

In the central portion of the State, taking the same counties 
need in the comparison of pneumonia, (see below,) the deaths 
reported from this disease was one for every 787 inhabitants, 
and one death from this cause to 6.7 deaths from all causes. 
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Typhoid Fever. — The whole number of deaths reported was 
362. This Is probably much too liirge. Many phyaicians, es- 
pecially the young and ignorant, in order to magnify their own 
profeasional importance, magnify the importance of the diseases 
which they treat, and they are -very prone to call any continued 
fever typhoid fever. 

The disease prevailed throughout the year, but only two 
deaths are reported in May. In October there were GO deaths, 
and in November 48, together making nearly 30 per cent, of 
the whole number reported. The jierceutage of males is 51.38; 
of females, 48.34. The greatest mortahty was in Lenawee 
county, which reported 25 deaths; Jackson reported 22; Berrion, 
18; Macomb, 17; Genesee and Oakland, 16 each. Twelve of 
the smaller counties report no deaths from this disease. 

The percentage of deaths reported under five years is 12.82, 
which is probably too large. The disf^ase is not peculiar to in- 
fancy, and from five to thirty years of age steadily increases in 
mortahty. Why the mottahty under five, should fall to 8.86 
per cent, between the ages of five and ten years, is difficult to 
answei'. The greatest mortality, 17.16 per cent., occurs betwewi 
the ages of 20 and 30. 

Pneumonia. — The whole number of deaths reported from this 
cause was 313, of which G0.38 per coat, were male, and 39.62 
per cent, female. The difference is 20. 7G per cent., which is 
very large. 

One hundred and eighteen died under five years, a percentage 
of 37.70. From five to ten the percentage is 3.19; from 10 to 
15 it is 2.88, from which age it slowly increases up to 15.02 per 
ceui between the ages of €0 and 70. 

The percentage under five years is very large, but probably 
not lai^er than the average which will be shown by future 
reports. 

The greatest mortahty was in March, (19.i9 per cent,) next 
Febraary, (16.97 per cent.,) April, (13.74 per cent.,) January, 
(11.18 per cent,) December, (7.98 per cent.,) May, (6.39 p« 
cent,) and the least wa3 in June, (1.91 per cent) 



The ais southweBtem counties, lying oq Lake Micliigan, viz: 
Berrien, Van Buren, AJlegan, Ottawa, Muskegon and Oceana, 
in 1864, contained & population of 85,861. The number of 
deaths from pneumonia reported in these counties waa 65, 
which is one deiith to every 1,321 inhabitants. The uix south- 
eastern counties, lying on the eastern shore, viz: Monroe, 
Wayne, (escluding Detroit,) Macomb, St. Clair, Sanilac and 
Huron, contained a population of 115,186. The number of 
deaths from pneumonia reported in these counties was 38, 
showing one death to every 3,031 inhabitants. 

Comparing the western with the easfarn shore, we find the 
mortality from this disease to be 2.29 times greater on the 
foroter than on the latter. The cause of this great difference 
cannot with certainty be accounted for. The influence of the 
prevailing western and nortJiwestern winds from across Lake 
Michigan, may to some extent account for the disparity. 

Comparing the ratio of deaths from pneumonia to deaths 
from all causes, the western shore shows one from i>neumonia. 
to 13 from all causes. The eastern shore shows one to 27 from 
all causes. 

In the central portion of the State, a district consisting of 
twelve counties, constituting a range two wide, running up 
through the State from Hillsdale and Branch to Isabella and 
Mecosta, there was in 1861, a population of 187,109. In this 
district there was reported S7 deaths from pneumonia, and a 
mortahtj of 1,595 from all causes. This would give one death 
£:om pneumonia to every 2,152 inhabitants, and one death from 
this cause to 18 deaths from all causes —in both particulars 
vary nearly an average between the two shores. 

Dysenlery. — The mortality from this disease was 258, or 4.12 
per cent, of all causes. This is probably not more than the 
average, which will be shown hereafter. The disease is some- 
what more fatal in the new counties than in the old. The 
greatest mortahty was in Ionia and Jackson, being 20 in eaoh. 

Sixty-seven per cent of the whole number of deaths occurred 
in August, September and October, Sixty-three and 57.100 
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per cent, of deathe occurred under 5 years of age, and 7.36 
per cent from 5 to 10. 

Diarrhaia. — This dieeaae ehows a mortality of 13G, and a per- 
centage of all dieeaaea of 2,17. Like Dysentery, it is peculiarly 
a f^l disease, and shows even a greater mortality under 5 years 
of age, Tiz; 71.32 per cent. It is quite equally distributed over 
the State, though the new countiea seem to suffer the moat. 

Croup. — One hundred and seventeen deaths are reported 
from this cause. This is a winter disease, 44.43 per cent, of 
all the caaes occurring in that season. 

The greatest number (23) occurred in January; the least (2) 
in June. 

The percent^e, under 6 years of age, stauda next to whoop- 
ing cough, viz: 9487. 

Diphtheria. — This comparatively modem disease shows a mor- 
tality of 110, a percentage of 1.76 to all causes. 16 deaths 
ocoarred in September, 13 in October, 13 in December, and 12

The percentage of deaths under 6 years of age is 70, from 

5 to 10 years, 18.18. 

Scarlatina. — Just 100 fatal cases were reported. Seventy-one 
of these occurred in the months of December, January, Feb- 
ruary and March. Only one case was reported in May. Sixty- 
three were reported under 5 years of age, and 30 between 5 
and 10 years. A local epidemic appears to have prevailed in 
Genesee and Shiawassee. G-enesee reports 26 cases, and 
Shiawassee 12. 

Whooping Cough. — Eighty deaths from this cause are re- 
ported. The greatest mortality was in the months of March, 
September and May. The least, in November and December. 
The mortality under 5 years of age was 06.15. This disease 
appears to be strictly an infantile disease, no caaes being 
reported over 10 years of age. 

Measles. — Only twenty fatal cases of this disease were re- 
ported. Twenty-five per cent, of these were in March. No 
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cases were reported in September, October, NoTomber snd De> 
oember. Eighty per cent, were under 5 yeurs of age, 5 per 
cent, between 5 and 10 years, 5 per cent between 10 and 15, 
and 5 per cent between 15 and 20 years. 

This disease, as well as scarlatina, preTsils in this State epi- 
demically, and the average will undoubtedly be largely increased 
by future reporta

,. The F0jple of Ihe State of Michigan enad. That 
it shall be the duty of the Eapervisor of each township, and the 
saperrisor or assessor of any city or ward tlierein, in tliia State, 
at the time of taking the annual asBOBsment in each year, to as- 
certain by actual iuquii-y or otberwieej of the inhabitants thereof, 
the births and deaths which have occurred in their respective 
townships or cities, during the year and preceding the first 
Monday in Apiil, in which such assessment is taken, together 
with the facts relating thereto, as are hereinafter provided for_ 
and shall make an occorate return thereof to the coanty clerk 
in which such township or city is situated, within thirty days 
after completing said assessment. 

Sec. 2. Every justice of the peace, minister of the Gospel, 
and all other persons aathorized by law to solemnize mar- 
riages in this State, shall make a record of each marriage so 
solemnized by him, and every clerk or keeper of the records of 
the meetings in which any marriage among the Friends or Qua- 
kers shall be solemnized, shall make a record of snch marriage, 
together with all the facts relating to the same, as required by 
the third section of this act; and such jastice, minister of the 
Qospel, clerk or other person shall, at the time such marriage 
is solemnized, deliver on demand, to either of the patties so 
joined in marriage as aforesaid, a certificate of such marriage, 
containing all the facts in relation thereto, required by said 
third section of this act, and shall vrithin ninety days thereafter 
deliver to the clerk of the county in which such marriage took 
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place, a certified copy of such record, and at the same time pay 
to the clerk twenty-five cents for recording tlie same. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the coonty clerks of the several 
oonnties in this State, on receiving the returns of saoh birtha, 
marriages and deaths, to record the same at length, in separate 
books to be provided at the expense of the State, by the Secretary 
of State for that purpose, with proper indexes thereto. The 
births, marriages and deaths shall be numbered and recorded 
alphabetically, using both the name of the bridegroom and bride 
in the record of marriages, in the order in which they are received 
by the clerk of the county ; the record of the birth shall state, 
in separate columns, the date of the birth, the name of the 
child, (if it have any,) the sex of the child, the place of birth, 
the Christian and sumames of both parents, the residence and 
nativity of the parents, the occupation of the father, and the 
date when the record was made: Provided, That in case the 
child has no Christian name, such name shall be obtained and 
reported to said county clerk in the next annual report of the 
supervisor or assessor, and such Christian name shall be dis- 
tinctly designated in such report as the Christian name belong- 
ing to a child previously reported, and shall be properly en- 
tered by said county clerk in the blank left for such Christian 
name in his book of records. The marriages shall be recorded 
in the order in which they are received. The record of mar- 
riages shall state, in separate columns, the date and place of 
marriage, the Christian and surnames of the bridegroom and 
bride, the age and place of birth of each, the residence of each 
at the time of marriage, the occupation of the bridegroom, and 
the name and official station of the person by or before'whom 
they were married, the names and residences of at least two 
witnesses present at such marriage, and the date when such 
record was made. The record of deaths shall state, in separate 
colunuu, the date of the death, the Christian and somame of 
the deceased, the ses, whether married or single, the age in 
years, months and days, the place of death, the disease or ap- 
parent oauBe of death, the nativity of the deceased, and the oc- 
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citintioii, if over ten yeais of Bge, and if under that age, the 
aunes and residence of the parents, if known, and the date 
when atich record is made. The clerks of the sereral connties 
ahall umnally, on or before the firet day of November, make 
and tranemit to the Secretary of State a certified copy of the 
recards in his office, of all the births, marriages and deaths 
that have occurred in their several counties daring the year 
next preceding the first Monday in April. 

Sec. i. The Secretary of State shall prepare and famish to 
the county clerks of the several connties in this State, blank 
books of suitable qoality and size, with proper mlings and 
headings, to be nsed as books of record in carrying into effect 
the provisions of this act; he shall also prepare and furnish 
blank " forms of returns," as hereinbefore specified, accompanied 
with such instructions and eiplanations aa may be necessary to 
insore tmiformity in snch returns, which blanks shall be for- 
warded to the several county clerks, on or before the first day 
of March in each year, and the said county clerks shall deliver 
the same to the supervisora or assessors of the several townships, 
cities and wards thei'ein in their respective counties, at the same 
time and in the same manner that blnnks for assessment rolls 
are delivered. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of State to 
receive the returns made in pursuance of the third section of 
thia act, and he shall cause the same for each year to be bound 
together, in one or more volumes, at the expense of the State, 
and make indexes thereto; and with such assistance as may be 
voluntarily rendered by any authorized committee appointed 
by the medical faculty of the University of Michigan, or by any 
regularly authorized medical society in this State for that pur- 
pose, he shall prepare such tabular statements, results and 
deductions therefrom as will render them of practical utility, 
and make report thereof, annually, to the Governor of the 
State, which report may be ordered published and distributed 
ib mob manner as the Legislature may from time to time 
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Sec 0. Every juetioe of the peace, minister of the Ooiipe], 
and all other personii nnthorir^d by the laws of this State to 
Bolemuize marriages, and clerks or keepers of records of the 
meetiugB in which any marriage among the Friends or Qaakera 
shall be solemnized, who shall neglect or refnae to make a 
record of such marriage, or to deliver to the county clerk of 
the county in which the marri^e took place, a certified copy 
of such record, or who shall refase, on demand, to deliver to 
the parties to such marriage the certificate thereof, aa required 
by section two of this act, or who shall willfnlly make a false 
or fictitious entry in his record of marriages, or in the certified 
copy of each record delivered to the county clerk, or in the 
certificates of marriages delivered to the parties thereto, shall 
be deemed guilty of misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof, 
shall be punished by fine not eiceeding one hundred dollars, 
and in default of paying the same, shall be imprieoued in the 
county jail of the county in which such conviction shall be had, 
until said fine be paid, but uot to e:£ceed the period of ninety 
days. 

Sec, 7. Every physician, sargeon or midwife, who shall have 
been in attendance upon any deceased person, shall upon ap- 
plication of any supervisor or assessor of the township, city, or 
any ward thereof, in which such death occurred, make out and 
deliver to such supervisor or assessor a certified statement, 
without fee, containing the name of the disease or causa (if 
known) producing the death of such person; and any medical 
attendant who shall neglect or refuse to give such statement, 
or who shall willfully make a. false statement in relation to sach 
death, shall for such offense be liable to pay a fine of not less 
than ten nor more than fifty dollars, and the costs of prose- 
cution, which fine the said supervisor or assessor is hereby 
required to sue for and collect in his official character. 

Sec 8. It shall be the duty of each supervisor or assessuF to 
obtain the facts in relatioa to births and deaths within his 
township, city, or any ward thereut, (not otherwise obtained,) 
from the heads of families, the keepers, overseers c 
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tendento of ujlums, hoBpitals, jails, prisoOB, norkhousea, alme- 
Uonsefl, houflea of correction and similar inatitutiona, the keepers 
of hotels, public and private boarding houses, and the masters 
or chief officers of steamboats and sail-vessels navigating &ny 
of the waters of this State, and toaching at any port of entry 
therein, in vrhicli such births or deaths occurred; and if either 
of the above named perEona ahall refuae to give auch informa- 
tion, then the same shall be obtained by such supervisor or 
assessor from any person having a knowledge of the fact^ in 
relation to auch birth or death; and if the Buperviaor or aa- 
aeesor shall have reason to believe that any person or persona 
willfully misrepresented or concealed any facts relative to such 
birth or death in his township, city, or any ward therein, 
which he cannot otherwise obtain, lie may examine auch person 
or persons on oath, (which oath such anpervisor or assessor is 
hereby empowered and authorized to administer,) in relation 
to any birth or death within his township, city, or any ward 
therein, of which such person or persons may have any 
knowledge or information; and if any person, after being duly 
Bubpcenaed (as provided for compelling the attendance of wit- 
nesses in justices' courts,) by such superviaor or aaaessor, for 
the purposes aforesaid, shall neglect or refuse to appear before 
Buoh officer, or appearing shall refuse to be sworn and testify 
in relation to such matter, he shall be deemed guOty of a mis- 
demeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be pimisbed 
therefor by fine not osceeding fifty doUarn, and in default of 
paying the same shall be imprisoned in the coonty jail of the 
conn^ in which such conviction shall be had until said fine be 
paid, but not exceeding ninety days; and any person who after 
being duly sworn aa aforesaid, shall willfuUy make any false 
statement in relation to any birth or death, about which he is 
required to testify, shall be deemed guilty of willful and cor- 
rupt perjury; Provided, That no person shall be required to 
auBwer any question which will tend to criminate himself or 
herself upon any anch examination. 
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Sec. 9. In case of the tef iieal or neglect by any of the offloffl^ 
meDtioned in this act, to perform any of the daties hereinbefore 
required of them or either of them, to be done and performed 
by any of the prOTisions herein contained, sneh officer ehall be 
liable to b. fine not to exceed one hundred dollars, and the 
costa of prosecution; and the prosecuting attorney in each 
county is hereby required to proseotite, in the name of the 
people of tJie State of Michigan, all persons in his county who 
shall willfully violate any of the provisions of this act; and the 
said supervisor or asseBBors of any township, city, or any ward 
therein, may be prosecuted for a misdemeanor nnder this 
Bection, and upon conviction, punished as therein pro\ided for. 

Sec. 10. Sections three thousand two hundred and thirteen. 
three thousand two hundred and fourteen, three thousand two 
hundred and fifteen and three thousand two hundred and 
sixteen, of the compiled laws of 1857, be and the same are

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PREFACE.

To His Excellency Henry P. Baldwin, 

Governor of Michigan: 

Sir — I have the honor herewith to submit the 
second Annual Report from this Department, of 
Births, Marriages, and Deaths. 

This report is for only a fractional part of the year 
1868 — ^from April 5th to December 31st — in accord- 
ance with the amended law of last winter. 

Hereafter, the year included in these reports, will 
end December 31st, instead of the first Monday of 
April, as under the former law. 

The value of these returns, if coiTCctly made, and 
the statistics compiled from them, can hardly be 
over-estimated, and no labor has been spared by this 
Department to attain the end contemplated by the 
law. 

It is gratifying to be able to compliment most of 
the officials whose duty it is to collect and return 
the required information, upon the accuracy and 
promptness with which their work has been done. 
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It would be still more gratifying to be able to report 
that all had performed their duty in this respect. 

The cases of delinquency are exceptional, however, 
Mid doubtless are rather the result of a misappre- 
hension of a new law than an intention to disregard 
it. Occasional errors are unavoidable; but as the 
several officers become familiar with this new duty, 
we may expect more accurate returns. I regret to 
report that in a few instances the returns of Mar- 
riages are very imperfect ; whether the result of ig- 
norance of the law or an impression on the part of 
the person solemnizing the mariiage that its require- 
ments are unwoi-thy of attention, I am unalile to say. 
A failure to make the proper certificate and return, 
on the part of the person solemnizing the marriage, 
may wort great injury, not only to the parties mar- 
ried, but to their posterity ; and it is to be regretted 
that any one should presume to disregard so impor- 
tant a provision of the law. 

Full instructions, and the necessaiy blanks are 
famished to County Clerks for distribution to Cler- 
gymen and Justices of the Peace, and to them direct 
from this office, on their requisition, and it would 
seem that no reasonable excuse could be urged for 
this neglect of duty. 

I am indebted to Dr. George E. Ranney, repre- 
senting the State Medical Society, for assistance in 
prepaiiug the report of Deaths, and for the intx 
ductory remarks upon diseases.

The present Report, comprising less than three-fourths of a 
year, cannot be made a full basis of comparison with the 
returns of the previous year, yet it presonta many items of in- 
terest, showing that Michigan possesses a, salubrious climate, 
an active and hardy population, and that these facts are 
appreciated by constantly increasing immigration. 

The items contained in the following tables are gathered 
from a large area of territory by the numerous officers desig- 
nated by the law to perform the duty, and the collection and 
return of the numerous facts called for, is a work that experi- 
ence and the utmost care can alone render perfect. The fre- 
qnent change of supervisors, assessors and county clerks will 
always, doubtless, be a hindering cause in the desired perfec- 
tion and reliability of these reports. This can be overcome, 
in a measure, by an earnest effort and willing coBperation of 
those who are called upon to esccute the law. 

The careful collection and transcription of all the material 
facts ia of cardinal importance; without this the aggregate 
results will be materially defective and uncertain. As years 
intervene, and the experience of the past furnishes a guide to- 
greater excellence, we trust this Eeport may become a com- 
pendium of valuable information, useful to the whole country, 
and especially so to the Peninsular State. 

The whole number of names retvirned by t!ie several County 
Clerks, as registered for the period from April 5, to Decembftt 
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31, 1868, inclusive, was thirty-six thousand three hundred 
and seventy-seven (36,377), viz : 

Nineteen thousand one hundred and seventy-one (19,171) 
children were born, (excluding still-births,) of which ten 
thousand one hundred and thirty-three (10,133) were males, 
nine thousand and three (9,003) were females, and thirty-five 
(35) sex not given, showing nearly as many for a period less 
than nine months as were returned for the entire previous 
year. 

Ten thousand nine hundred and seventy (10,970) persons, 
or five thousand four hundred and eighty-five (5,485) couples 
were married. 

The whole number of deaths returned was six thousand 
three hundred and twenty-six (6,326.) 

The excess of births over deaths was 12,845. 

DELI1S"QUENT. 

No returns nave been received from Chippewa, Delta, Ke- 
weenaw, Mackinaw and Manitou counties. The township oi 
Pentwater, in Oceana county ; Ossineke, in Alpena ; and Isa- 
bella and Broomfield, in Isabella, were not included in tin 
returns from their respective counties. The third and fourtl 
wards of the city of Ann Arbor were received too late foi 
■compilation in this Eeport. The counties of Alcona, Benzie. 
Charlevoix, Osceola and Wexford were organized under tin 
^cts of the last legislative session. Their returns are includei^S 
with those of the counties to which they had formerly beei 
attached. 

The period of time comprised in the present report being 
fractional part of the year 1868, the returns to this ofiSce em— — 
braced the statistics of births, marriages, and deaths whid:» 
occurred both prior and subsequent to the time specified b^ 
law. The work of compilation and classification was tiiVLG 
largely increased : 19,171 births were compiled, and 570 re- 
jected; 5,485 marriages were compiled, and 1,420 rejected; 
6,326 deaths were compiled, and 197 rejected, for the reason 
^bove stated. 





Of the 19,171 children born aUve, 10,133 were males, 9,003 
were females, and 35 sex not given. The parents of 10,010 
children were bom in the United States ; the parents of 6,527 
children were born in foreign countries ; 848 children were 
born of American fathers and foreign mothers ; 1,394 children 
were born of foreign fathers and American mothers ; and the 
nativity of the parents of 392 children was not returned. 

African and Indian. — One hundred and fifty-two children 
(82 males and 70 females) were bom of African parents, and 
85 children (45 males and 40 females) were bom of Indian 
parents. 

Twins. — There were bom 210 pairs of twins — 420 children — 
of which 219 were males, and 201 were females. 

Triplets. — Three sets of triplets were born, 1 in Clinton 
county, and 2 in Wayne county — 9 children — 4 boys and 5 
girls. 

Illegitimate. — One hundred and four children — 63 males 
and 41 females — were tetumed as illegitimate. 

Still-born. — Forty-six still-births are reported — 27 males, 17 
females, and 2 sex not given. They are not used in the tables 
of this report, except for classification. But 27 still-births 
were returned for the first report, being a gain of 19 for this. 
But it is evident that the return of still-births is incomplete. 
Massachusetts, in 1867, retumed 1,007 still-births to 35,062 
living births.

*^*ation, morals, and sanitary condition, by comparing them 

^'*tli tables of other periods and other localities. Such tables, 

^Ccarately prepared, were the means by which, in New York 

'--'ity, the mortality of children under one year of age was 

■*^nced 90 from 1856 to 1863, while the increase of population 

during the same period was 350,000. 

From the mortality tables of Geneva, Switzerland, it ap- 
pears that, at the time of the Reformation, one-half the 
children born, died within the 6th year; in the seventeenth 
century, not until the 37th year; showing that five children 
horn there, would reach maturity where but one would have 
arrived at that age, if bom three eenturies before. 

Mr. Milne, the author of the Carlisle Life Tables, ascer- 
tained that in the 50 years ending in 1844, the rate of 
*nortalily decreased 83 per cent, in Cai-lisle and its vicinity. 
Macauley, in his history of England, shows the difference 
between London of the 19th and London of the 17th century 
to be greater than the difference between London iu or- 
dinary years and Loudon in the cholera year, there being 
Upwards of 50 per cent, less mortality in the latter century. 

Seventy-six more deaths are given in this report than in 
"that of last year, but there are 111 less cases of consumption, 
"Vhich presents a very gratifjiug exhibit for this State, as one 
Borable for consumptives, and coincides with the statistical 
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records tept in diffei'ent States during the war, of tlioae re- 
jected as unlit for mUitary service on account of phthisis, 
which proved tlie percentage less in Michigan than in any 
other State. 

Consumption, occurring as it does, witli marked uniformity 
throughont the civilized world, in countries differing so 
widely in all their physical aspects, and the inhahitauts, as 
classes, so differently employed, and enjoying different degrees 
of social and mental culture, an attempt to point out any 
particular law ,of nature as an essential and common cause, 
would, perhaps, be, too neai' conjecture to receivo universal 
sanction, so numerous and varying are the exceptions to any 
particular theory, however worthy it may he of our study. 

The whole number of deaths was 6,326 ; of which 3,384 
were males, 2,915 were females, and 27 sex not stated ; making 
an aggregate of 76 greater for this nine months' report than 
for the whole year given in the previous report. But this in- 
crease of deaths is accounted for from the fact Ijhat the city 
of Detroit, the county of Saginaw, and some smaller counties, 
and parts of counties not retiuTied for last year's report, are 
comprised in this. 

Of the 6,326 persons deceased, 5,009 were of American 
birth, 1,047 of foreign birth, and 270 whose nativity was 
unknown or not returned. 

For a detailed statement of nativities, hy counties, see 
Table I of Deaths. 

As shown in Table II, 93 Africans, or colored persons de- 
ceased; 60 males and 32 females— also, 43 Indians; 26 males 
and 17 females. 

Table II also specifies the number of Africans and Indians 
who deceased in each county during the period embraced iu 
this report.

Last year it was noted as a surprising fact, that 34.43 per 
cent, or "more than one-third of the whole number of deaths 
reported, were those of children under five years of age." The 
present report, comprising returns jfrom a much larger popula- 
tion, shows that 41.27 per cent, of the deaths were those of 
children under 5 years of age ; an increase of nearly 7 per cent. 
More than two-fifths of the children born in the State, die un- 
der five years. Less than fifty-nine out of every one hundred 
children bom alive, reach the fifth year of existence.

Consumption — The number of deaths from consumption 
is 841, or 13.31 per cent, of the whole number of deaths, or 111 
less deaths from this disease than were returned last year.

The number whose occupations are classified in this report, 
is 1,472, or 23.47 per cent of the whole number of deaths re- 
ported. Of this number, 1,287 are males, and 185 are females. 
Deducting 3,330, which is the number of deaths under twenty 
years of age, leaves 2,996, and estimating one-half of these as 
females, and taking into consideration 185 females whose occu- 
pations were returned, it would show that the former occupa- 
tions of 211 deceased males, above the age of twenty years, 
were not stated. But many of the occupations returned were 
those of boys and girls, pupils of schools, or who were but par- 
tially employed. 
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or otherwise, of the inhabitants thereof, the birtlis uiid deaths 
which have occurred in their i'especti>e townships, cities oi" 
wards, during the year ending on the lajit day of the preceding 
December, and shall make the return, and receive therefor the 
compensation above provided for : Provided, That iu the city 
of Detroit, the duties i-equired by this act to he performed hy 
snperv-isors and assessors shall be performed by persons aji- 
pointed by the common council for that purpose ; and it ahull 
be the duty of the common council, on or before the tenth diiv 
of April, in each year, to appoint such number of iiersoiis in 
each ward of said city, as shall he necessary to perform said 
duties within the time limited hy this act; and such jieraonB 
shall possess all the authority confen-ed upon, and perform all 
the duties i-equired of super\'isors and assessors, by this art, 
within the territory- assigned them respectively, by the common 
council, and shall receive such compensation for their services,

Sec. 3. Every justice of the peace, minister of the Gospelf 
and all other jwrsons authorized by law to solemnize marriages 
in this State, shall make a record of each ninrriage so solem- 
nized by him ; and every clerk or keeper of tlie records of the 
meetings in which any marriage among the Friends or Quakers 
shdl be solemnized, shall make a record of such marriage, to- 
gether with all the facts relating to the same, as required by 
the third section of this act ; and such justice, minister of the 
Goapel, clerk, or other person, shall, at the time such marriage 
is solemnized, deliver, on demand, to either of the parties ae 
joined in marriage, as aforesaid, a certificate of such marriage- 
containing all the facts in relation thereto, required by said 
third section of this act, and shall, within ninef)' days there- 
after, deliver to the clerk of the county in which such marriage 
took place, a certified copy of such record, and, at the same 
time, pay to the clerk twenty-five cents for i-eeording the same. 
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8ec. 3. It shall be the dntv of the couutv clerks of the sev- 
eral counties in this State, on receiving the returns of sucli 
births, marriages and deaths, to record the same at length in 
separate books, to be provided at the expense of the State by 
the Secretary of State, for that purpose, with proper indexes 
thereto. The births, marriages and deaths shall be numbered 
and recorded in the order in which they are received by the 
clerk, and the record of marriages shall be indexed, using botli 
the name of the bridegroom and bride. The record of birtlis 
shall state, in separate columns, the date of the birth, the name 
of the child, (if it have any,) the sex and color of the child, 
the place of birth, the christian and surname of both parents, 
the residence and nativity of tlie parents, the occupation of the 
father, and the date when the record was made : Provided, 
That in case the child has no christian name, such name shall 
be obtained and reported to the county clerk in the next annual 
report of the Supervisor or assessor, and such christian name 
shall be distinctly designated in such report as the christian 
name belonging to a child previously reported, and shall be 
properly entered by said county clerk, in the blank left for such 
christian name in his book of record ; and it shall be the dutv 
of the several county clerks, on or before the tenth day of April 
in each year, to. give to the officers required to make the said 
returns, lists of such children whose christian names have not 
been previously repoiied in their respective towns, cities or 
wards. The record of marriages shall state, in separate col- 
umns, the date and place of marriage, the christian and sur- 
name of the bridegroom and bride, and tlie maiden name of 
the bride, if a widow, the color, age, and place of birth of each, 
the residence of each at the time of marriage, the occupation 
of the bridegroom, and the name and official station of the 
person by or before whom they were married, the names and 
residences of at least two Avitnesses present at such marriage, 
and the date when such record was made. The record of 
deaths shall state, in separate columns, the date of the death, 
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the christian and surname of the deceased, the sex and color, 
whether man'ied or single, the age in years, months and daya, 
the place of death, the disease or apparent canse of death, the 
nativity of the deceased, and the occnpation, if any, and the 
names, residence of the parents, if known, and the date when 
snch record was made, Tlie clerks of the several counties shall 
annually, on or before the first day of September, make and 
transmit to the Seeretai-y of State, a certified copy of the rec- 
ords in his office, of all the births, marriages and deaths re- 
ported in their respective counties for the year ending Decem- 
ber thirty-first, last preceding. And each county clerk shall 
receive for the record of each birth and death in his office three 
cents, and three cents for each birth, marriage and death re- 
turned by him to the Secretary of State, to he paid by the 
county, and shall be compensation in full for all services 
required by this act to be performed by him. 

Sec. i. The Secretary of State shall prepare and furnish to 
the county clerks of tlie several connties in this State, blank 
books of suitable quality and size, ivith proper rulings and 
headings, to be used as booke of record iu carrying into effect 
the provisions of tliis act. He shall also prepare and furnish 
blank " forms of returns," as hereinbefore specified, accompa- 
nied with such instructions and explanations as may be neces- 
sary to insui-e uniformity iu such returns, which blanks shall 
be forwarded to the several county clerks on or before the first 
day of March in each year; and the said county clerks shall 
deliver the same to the supervisors or assessors of the several 
townships, cities, or wards therein, in their respective counties, 
on or before the tenth day of April, 

Sec. 5. It shall he the duty of the Secretary of State to re- 
ceive the returns made iu piirsuance of the third section of 
this act, and he shall cause the same for each year to he hound 
together, in one or more volumes, at the expense of the State, 
and make indexes thereto ; and with such assistance as may be 
voluntarily rendered by any authorized committee appointed 
by the medical faculty of the University of Michigan, or by 
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any regnlarly autliurizMl medical socii^tv in this State for that 
purpose, he shall pi¥|NiTo such tabttlar ^stemeut^ results aud 
deductions therefrom as will render them of practical ntility. 
and make rejwrt thoivof, annually, to the Governor of the 
State, which report may be ordered jnihlished and diatribiited 
in Buch manner as the Legislature may from time to time 
direct. 

Sec. 6. Every justice of the peace, miuist*r of the Gos])eI, 
and all other persona authorized by the laws of this State to 
solemnize marriages, and clerks or keepers of records of the 
meetiugs in which auy marriage among the Friends or Quakers 
shall be solemuized, who shall neglect or refuse to make a rec- 
ord of such marriage, or to deliver to the county clerk of the 
county ui which the man'iage took place, a certifiett copy of 
such recoixl, or who shall refuse, on demand, to deliver to the 
parties to such marriage the certificate' thereof, as required by 
section two of this act, ur who shall willfully make a false or 
fictitious entry in his recoM of mnrriages, or in the certified 
copy of such record dehvered to the county clerk, or in the 
certificates of man-iages delivered to the parties thereto, shall 
be deemed guilty of misdemeanor, and upon eonvictitm thereof, 
shall be punished by fine not exceeding one hundred dollars, 
and in de&nlt of payiug the same, shall be imprisoned in the 
county jail of the county in which such conviction shall he 
had, until said fine be paid, but not to exceed the period of 
ninety days. 

Sec. 7. Every physician, surgeon, or midwife who shall 
have been in attendance upon any deceased person, shall, upon 
iqrplicatioii of any supen-isor or asscKsor of the township, city, or 
aay ward thei-eof, in which such death occuiTed, make out and 
deliver to such supervisor or assessor, a certified statement, 
witjiout fee, containing the name of the disease, or cause (if 
known) producing the death of such person; and any medical 
attendant who shall neglect or refuse to give such statement, 
or who shall ft^illfully make a false statement in relation to such 
death, shall, for such offense, he liable to pay a fine of not less

Sec. S. It shall be the duty of eacii supervisor or assessof^^l 
obtain the facts in relation to births and deatlts within liw 
township, city, or any ward therein (not othenrise obtained), 
from the heads of familieB, the keepers, overseers ur superin- 
tendeiits of asylums, hoBj)itals, jails, prisons, work-lionsea, alms- 
houses, houses of correction, and similar institutions, the keep- 
era of botela, public and private boarding-houses, and the 
masters or chief officers uf ateaijiboata and sail-vessels naviga-

There is, however, a marked improvement in this 
regard over foimer years, and it is probable there 
will be little cause for complaints of this kind in the 
future. 

Complaints are frequent that marriages have been 
solemnized of which no returns have been made. 

For obvious reasons, there sliould be record proof 
in the proper offices, of every maniage ; and great 
pains have been taken by this Department to urge 
and facilitate the making of these returns. 



Copies of tht' law, aud the ueceesary blank r 
turns liave Ijeeu plaw'd in the baiid.s tit' every Cl« 
g}'mau aud Justice of the Peace in the Statn;, 
there in no excuse foi- thi^ disi-egai'd of the law. 

Delinquents, when known, have Ijeen reported to 
the projier offieery for prosecution, Imt this course 
furnishes uo adequate remedy for the evil. Whether 
tlie present liiw in the best that can be de\-itied, or 
a maiTiagc lieense law ih iireferable, lis a. C|uestioi 
worthy of cousideration.

THIRD REGISTKATIOI^ REPORT. 



FOR THE YKAR 1869. 



Tlje present report contains statistics for the entire year 
eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, in conformity with the 
amendments to the law requiring the registration and return 
of bii*ths, marriages, and deaths, passed at tlie last regular 
session of the Legislature. 

This report is, in many respects, more perfect than the pre- 
ceding ones, the returns to this department generally evincing 
greater care on tlie part of those wliose duty it is to compile 
them. It is not sui-prising that some errors should be made 
in the returns, on account of the frequent transcriptions made 
before reaching this office. Such mistakes are corrected as far 
as is possible by correspondence, and by personal visits to the 
offices of County Clerks, 

The statistics contained in this Eeport, being for an entire 
year, furnish a basis of comparison for future years. No 
attempt at general comparison has been made this year with 
the tables of the two previous reports, for the reason that the 
first contained many errors, incident to the introduction of a 
new law of this cliaract^r> and tlie second was compiled from 
returns embracii^g statistics for only a fractional part of a 
■ year.

By the foreHB»R^ljip ^^^ ^^^^ ^^^^^ ^^^^ returns for 1860, 
as compared wiMBByp^ in 1867 and 1868, are largely 

increased. This jsaPcounted for in part by the natural in- 
crease in i^opulatS^n; but it also indicates more care and 
accuracy on the part of those who collect the statistics. 

The whole tiumber of names returned by the several County 
Clerks, as registered for the period from January 1st to De- 
cember 31st, 1869, inclusive, was fifty-three thousand one 
hundred and fifty-six (53,156), viz: 

Twenty-seven thousand and ninety-three (27,093) children 
were born, of which thirteen thousand five hundred and 
seventy-two (13,572) wQre males, twelve thousand four hun- 
dred and eighty-eight (12,488) were females, and sixty-four 
(64) sex not given. 

Sixteen thousand nine hundred and eighteen (16,918) per- 
sons, or eight thousand four hundred and fifty-nine (8,459) 
couples were married. 

The whole number of deaths returned was nine thousand 
one hundred and forty-five (9,145). 

The excess of births over deaths was 17,948. 

DELINQUENT. 

No returns have been received from the counties of Chip- 
pewa, Delta, Keweenaw, Mackinac, and Manitou, nor from the 
townships of Sheridan and White Rock, in the county of 
Huron. The county of Delta is represented in the Second 
Annual Report, containing statistics from April 5th to De- 
cember 31st, 1868, inclusive; but, with this exception, the offi- 
cials of the five counties first mentioned have failed, through 
negligence or otherwise, to comply with the law requiring the 
return of births, marriages, and deaths. The necessary blank 
forms for the collection of the statistics were furnished the 
Clerks of said counties, and their attention has been repeatedly 
called to the importance of making the returns. The delin- 
quents were reported to the Prosecuting Attorneys of their 
respective counties, with a request to proceed against them, 
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but U6 vet no satisfactory results liave l)een attained in this 
direction. These counties are far removed from direct i3om- 
munication, and are composed, in part, of islands in the lakes. 
As far as any official information is concerned, it is impossible 
to say whether or not ])eople are bom, given in marriage, or 
die, in these localities. It is gratifying to know that the num- 
ber of counties, townships, and wards reported delinquent this 
year, is considerably less than in the two previous reports. 

POPULATION. 

We arc indebted to United States Marshals J. E. Bennet 
and James Henry for the official figures showing the popula- 
tion of this State, by counties, for 1870, from which the vari- 
ous tables of percentage contained in this report have been 
made. The population of the unorganized counties of Kal- 
kasca. Lake, Missaukee, Ogemaw, Oscoda, and Presque Isle, 
was added to that of the organized counties to which they ara 
attached, and from which the returns of birtliG, marriages and 
deaths, in said vmorganized counties, were received. 

The aggregate population of Michigan, as received from the 
above sources, is 1,190,137. 

The proportion of marriages to total population is about 1 
t^ 140. 

The proportion of deaths to births is nearly 1 to 3. 

The proportion of male deaths to male births is 1 to 2.93. 

The proportion of female deaths to female births is 1 to 3. 

The proportion of unknown deaths to unknown births is 1 
to 1.48.

Of the 27,093 children born, 13,572 were males, 12,488 were 
females, and 64 sex not given. The parents of 12,093 children 
were bom in the United States ; the parents of 8,043 children 
were bom in foreign countries; 1,219 children were born of 
American fathers and foreign mothers; 1,904 children were 
bom of foreign fathers and American mothers, and the na- 
tivity of the parents of 2,867 was not returned, or reported as 
unknown. 

African and Indian, — One hundred and fifty-two children 
(77 males and 75 females) were born of African parents, and 
seventy-two children (40 males and 32 females) were bom of 
Indian parents. 

Twins. — There were born 304 pairs of twins (608 children), 
of which 319 were males and 289 were females. 

Triplets. — Four sets of triplets were bom, — one in Bariy 
c^ounty, one in Calhoun county, one in Gratiot county, and 
one in Newaygo county; 12 children, 6 boys and 6 girls. 

Illegitimate — One hundred and thirty-seven children^ — 63 
rnales and 74 females. 

Still-born. — One hundred and forty-one still-births are re- 
ported, — 70 males, 48 females, and 23 sex not given. This 
number, though nearly double the sum of still-births for the 
two previous years, is yet far from being correct. In the re- 
fetims of Massachusetts for 1868, three per cent, of the whole 
0.umber of births were reported as still-births, while in Michi- 
gan, in the returns for 1869, only 0.52 per cent, of the total 
births are so reported, thus proving beyond all doubt that the 
returns of Michigan are still incomplete.

Compared with the reports for the last two years, the pro- 
portion of American births is 4 . 01 per cent less than 1868, 
and 10. 08 per cent less than 1867. The proportion of foreign 
births is 4.36 per cent less than in 1868, and 3.42 per cent 
greater than in 1867. The proportion of American fathers 
and foreign mothers is 0.07 per cent greater than 1868, and 
0.01 per cent less than 1867. The proportion of foreign 
fathers and American mothers is 0.24 per cent less than 1868, 
and 0.12 per cent less than 1867. And the proportion of 
those whose nativity is unknown is 8 . 54 per cent greater than 
1868, and 6 . 79 per cent greater than 1867. 

From the above it appears that the percentage of American 
births, as compared with the whole number of births in the 
State, is gradually decreasing. Of the 7,199 births repoi*ted 
for the counties of Houghton, Ottawa, Saginaw, Sanilac, St. 
Clair, and Wayne, 59.57 per cent, were foreign, making a 
larger number of foreign births for these six counties than for 
any other twelve counties in the State.

MARRIAGES. 



The number of marriages from January 1st to December 
31st, 1869, was 8,459, or 16,918 persons married. Four thou- 
sand nine hundred and forty-nine couples were bom in the 
United States; 1,620 couples were born in various foreign 
countries; 506 couples were American male and foreign fe- 
male; 895 couples were foreign male and American female, 
and 489 couples whose nativity was not stated in the returns. 

Seventy-four African and 33 Indian couples were married. 

Four thousand three hundred, and ninety persons were 
married under 21 years of age, as follows: 

Three hundred and four males aged 20; 136 males aged 19 ; 
51 males aged 18; 10 males aged 17, and 1 male aged 16. 
Total, 502. 

Eight hundred females aged 20; 880 females aged 19; 960 
females aged 18; 676 females aged 17; 462 females aged 16 ; 
87 females aged 15; 21 females aged 14; 2 females aged 13, 
pd 1 female aged 10. Total, 3,889. 

' The largest number of persons (6,490) were married be- 
tween the ages of 20 and 25; the second greater number 
(3,522) between the ages of 25 and 30 ; and 3,471 were mar- 
ried under 20 years of age. The oldest couple married was 
composed of a farmer aged 72, and a woman aged 80. The 
youngest couple, a young man aged 22, and a girl aged 10.

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DEATHS. 



As time passes, the imjiortance of esact knowledge seems to 
lie tetter appreciated. Statistics, vital, social, and commercial. 
are demanded. Men now Teel that tliej cannot he well con- 
Tinced on these points except they see the figures, or at least 
know that the statements wtiich they receive are made by those 
who have seen them. Questions of life and death come more 
and more to be considered as mathematical problems, requiring 
a basis of facts, fiom ishich to deduce correct conclusions; 
and the value of such conclusions is certainly very great com- 
pared ivifli the common opinion formed, as it must he, by 
guess from uncertain data. Except by means of statistics, 
physicians cannot crtaiuly know whether over a given dis- 
ease they are gaining or losing control, whether even the gen- 
eral result of their efforts is better or worse than in times past. 
The common opinion may be that the race is degenerating,^ 
that the average age of man is decreasing, — but without statis- 
tics the truth or falsity of the opinion cannot be known. In 
BO other way can be shown the influence on mortality of 
climate, se.v, age, occupation, and different social states ; and of 
various other conditions, which when known, may be avoided. 

Absolute trnth is not claimed for any statistics, hnt while it 
seems proper to hear in mind the limited time during which, 
in this State, the various officers have been gaining familiarity 
with their duties, and the chances for error in consequence of 
this, and of the returns being copied once before reaching this 
oflSce, still the value of the materials for these statistics of 
deaths is in most particnlars believed to he nearly equal to the 
best 
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Probably uot all deaths are yet recorded, and the per cent 
population ia all cases may therefore be slightly leas than th, ■*■ 
truth, but it seems just as probable that the proportion v^' 
(leatha from the yarioua causes does not suffer mucli disturl^ - 
ance from thia source Thert, seems no reason for con eludin gs 
that the proportion of the aexLH is far from right; and th^s 
same may bu said of the agca of adults. No doubt, througt» 
carelesfl or unskillful manipalation, the results of some of th. e 
more delicate changes and unfavorable forces escape us ; but, in 
the aggregate, the combined results in many casea become ao 
plainly apparent that the various mistakes of many men cannot 
obliterate them. 

The extent of territory and variety of cliinate and soil with- 
in the limits of this State render it a particularly favorable one 
for gaining valuable and comprehensive knowledge of the in- 
fluence of various eonditiona upon the rate and causes of mor- 
tality. There is here an opportunity to compare in the Tipper 
and Lower Peninsulas, counties difiering by four degrees of 
latitude, inland counties with those on the east and west lake 
shore, the two shores with each other, and, what is unusually 
fortunate, old counties with those just being settled. 

There are good reasons for believing, and indeed there can 
he no question, that the geological formation of a locality hfia 
very great influence on the rate of mortality from certain 
canaes. It seems especially evident, when we remember that 
upon this the character of the water supply generally depends- 
The examination of this latter subject by scientific men in this 
State hiCa lately received u new impulse on account of the 
numerous mineral springs and wells that have been discovered. 
Doubtless the public will eventually receive the benefit of tie 
great increase of knowledge on this subject which will result 
from the additional examination and thought which it is 
receiving. This knowledge itself will he of the greatest oodW' 
quence, for many of the most useful agents are ao, throi 
their skillful and proper use. 



The whole number of deuths reported for 1869 was 9,145. 
Of this number 4,796 were males, 4,306 females, and 43 sex not 
given. 

The proportion of the total number of deaths to population 
is very low, compared with other older States and cities, being 
only .775 percent,ornotquite eight per 1,000. One death to 
every 128 persons living in Jnne, 1870. 

The census used in computing the various perceutage-a was 
taken in June, 1870, about sis months after the close of the 
year in which the deaths occurred. Compared with the cen- 
sus of 18G0 it shows an average yearly increase of about forty- 
four thousand. Deducting thirty thousand — eight thonsand 
more than one-half of the average yearly increase — and again 
computing the death-rate for the State, we tind that it is then 
only .796 per cent. It is still less than eight per 1,000. After 
this deduction, and making due allowance for many deaths 
which may not have been reported, the death-rate is still quite 
low. The standard aimed at in England at present is 17 per 
1,000, but the rate for all England is about 22. It should be 
remembered in this connection that the population there is 
mnch more dense than here. The death-rate in New York 
city in 1869 was 25.13 per 1,000, computed on an estimated 
population of 1,000,000. In Brooklyn it was 33.50 per 1,000, 
with an estimated population of 370,000. This mortality, how- 
ever, is estimated by Sanitary Snpt Dr. Harris, to be " fully 15 
per centum too great; and it siiould be regarded as the duty 
of sanitary government and civic improvement to reduce the 
rate to an average of from 17 to 30 per 1,000 yearly. The 
ftct must be borne in mind, however, that the death-rate in New 
York will have certain peculiarities that arise from the vast 
preponderance of the poor and ignorant classes, which com- 
prise fully 65 per centum of the total population." In Massa- 
chufletts the death-rate for 1868 was 3.02 per cent., or 30.2 per 
1,000 inhabitants in 1865.

This talile ehows that tl o 1 ast imber of deaths occumd 
in the first quarter. In Massa h aotts, and also in RhoAt 
Ishind, the second quarter s th o e in which the least num- 
ber occur. There, June baa a allj the least mortality; ooi 
or^er of mortality, by month for 1869, shows January to 
have had the least. Tl r po t of the Metropolitan Board of 
Health for 18G9 also al owe January to have been the most 
favorable to life in New York City, although the least mor- 
tality for a full quarter was during the one ending with 
December. 

The greateat moriality waa during the third quarter, as it k 
usually reported to be in other States. 

The influence of season seems to have been greater than it 
usually ia in the other States and cities with which our sta- 
tiatics have been compared. In New York City, in 1869, there 
was a difference between the mortality of highest and lowert 
quarters of only about six per cent. In Massachu setts, tot ft 
number of years previous, this diiferencc has not been 0¥W 
about nine per cent. It will he seen from this table that there 
was here, in 1869, a difference of about thirteen per cent be- 
tween the lowest quarter, ending with March, and the hiej)^^ 
quarter, ending with September. ^^^| 




The greatest number of deaths occurring in any one month 
waa 1,194, iu September. By referring to Tiible XVI, it will 
be Been that thia waa not mainly due to any one special diaease, 
but to a general fatality in many; though more eaperially 
among the acYeral diaeaaea of the bowels and train. There 
»as alio, in this month, an increased number of deaths of 
children teething, and also of deaths from old age. It seems 
to be a self-evident proposition, that any unfavorable, non- 
specific influence will fall with greatest effect upon the weakest 
^5f the race, for they will be least able to withstand it. We 
%mght therefore reaaonably expect that an increased rate of 
*norta]ity from a general cause — such, for'instanee, as extreme 
iieat, or important changes in temperature, to which all are 
Snore or leaa subjected — would be accompanied by a greater 
proportion of deaths among the extremely old and young. If 
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^H we turn to the meteorolo^cal tables for 1869, we notice that 
^^M in September the mean daily range of the thermometer tu 
^^M greater than in any other month in the year; and that neit to 
^^M this month was August, which also comes next in the order of 
^^1 mortality. This subject, however, may be more properlj 
^^M treated further on, when considering the cansee of death.

. average one as regards tnt.il mortaJity, as will be seen 
"by the table piecedinp, Next to March, the excess of males 
"wae greatest in May ; it then decreased month by naonth until 
November, when the mortality of the sexes was nearly equal- 
In December it was increased to about the average excess, 
which -was rapidly decreased in January and February; skip- 
ping March, in the month of April it was still below what it 
was in February, rendering March all the more prominent for 
its greatest difference in mortality of the sexes. Seeking a 
reason, we find by reference to the table of causes of death 
that the excess of fifty males in March was due to several 
immediate causes, whatever may have been the primary nnfa- 
vorable condition or conditions. Pneumonia caused the death 
of twelve more males than females; other lung diseases, includ- 
ing typhoid pneumonia, caused twelve more. (In consumption 
there were eight more females than males, and although, taking 
the full year, the deaths of males from casualties exceeded those 
of females from childbirth by fifty-eight, in this month the caB- 
nalHes of males were fully equaled by deaths of females from 
the cause before mentioned.) From typhoid fever there was an 
excees of seven males; from scarlatina, of sis ; from heart disease, 
four; and from unknown causes, among which may be men- 
tioned some reported " congestion," an excess of nineteen males. 
Here the great number of cases in which the cause of death was 
not reported render any accurate analysis for the ultimate 
cause of this difference difficult, not to say impossible, how- 
ever plain it may appear that the males were subjected to 
some influence to which the females were not, or at least only 
in a less degree. At Lansing, which is near the center of the 
population, the thermometfr went lower in March than in 
any other month in the year, reaching 2° below zero. The 
mean daily range was also high, 17.4", the average for all the 
monthe being 15". 

If -we exclude consumption, twenty-four oiit of the fifty 
greater number of deaths of males were caused by pneumonia 
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^^1 and other luug diseases; and tLe specified canses to wbicfa^

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In this table two or three points immediately attract atten- 
tion : The very great mortality under five yeara of age, the 
nest greatest between tweuty and thirty, and the excess of 
deaths of mules and females at different uges. The lirst Report 
in this State showed that of the deaths from all causes " 34.43 
per cent were those of children under five years of age." In 
the second report this was increased to 41.27 per cent. The 
above table shows that in 1869 the proiwrtion was still further 
increased, being 43,81 per cent. 

Possibly the explanation of a ])art of this increase in last 
Beport may be that the more thorough collection of the statistics 
resulted in obtaining the records of a. greater proportion at this 
age, because the death of an adult generally creates a greater 
sensation and is more certain to be recorded than is the death 
of a child. On the first trial more deaths of children than of 
adults would, probably, for this reason escape collection, and a 
better execution of the law would consequently give a greater 
proportion under five years of age. Probably the increased 
proportion was also partly owing to the fact that the second 
report was for only nine months of the year, excluding the 
winter months, when the proportion of adults to those of chil- 
dren was doubtless greater than in summer. How much was 
due to this fact was intended, among other things, to be shown 
by a table exhibiting the number of persons who died at dif- 
ferent periods of age in each mouth, but it has been found 
impossible to make up the table in time for this Report, as it 
would involve another compilation from the original returns. 

In this third Report, which includes the full calendar year, 
the proportion is increased over that of the second by 1.54 per 
cent. Nearly this amount, however, is due to the addition of 
still-births this year, they being 1.41 per cent of the total 
number of deaths. We may still account for the difference 
between this full year and the first one without concluding 
that there was an increased proportional mortality among 
ehjl^-en,— by considering the differenije 4R9 \9 «' hotter col- 
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lection of records of that claea of deatlia, amounting to suffi- 
cient, Binoe last report, to equal the reduction of proportion 
caused by inclndiug Triiiter months. In other words, it does 
not necesaarily follow from the statistics that there was, dur- 
ing the year 1869, an increased mortality of children under 
five years of age. 

The per cent of deaths at the different ages to the population 
at those ages, or of each sex to the male and female population, 
cannot be given, as the census statistics have not yet been 
worked out sufficiently to furnish the data. As will be seen, 
the proportion of deaths under five to total population was 
.331 per cent, while the deaths at all nges were only .775 per 
cent of the population. 

The whole number of deaths under five was 3,915. Among 
the many specified causes of death may be mentioned the fol- 
lowing as the most prominent: Diarrhea, reported as the 
cause of 261 deatbs; dysentery, of 187; cholera infantum, 
108; bowel disease (kind not specified ), 20. Pneumonia is 
charged with the death of iJ33 ; consumption, 111 ; croup, 94; 
lung disease, 56. Cephalitis caused the death of 146 ; convul- 
sions, 58; brain diseases (not specified) 145. The other causes 
cm be seen by reference to Table XVI, "Specified Causes of 
Death, Alphabetically Arranged." We have here a total of one 
thousand four hundred and nineteen deaths of children under 
five years of age, from prominent diseases affecting the 
alimentary canal, air passages, and nervoiis system. 

That a large proportion of these deaths were due to insuffi- 
cient and unsuitable clothing, and improper diet, will probably 
not be questioned by any who have given the subject much 
attention, although it seems plain that a majority of the 
people do not appreciate two very important facts in this connec- 
tion. First, that human young are bom into this cold world 
from a uniform temperature of about 100" F., and cannot be 
expected to withstand sudden changes, or a great degree of 
cold,, aa well as old settlers, and especially not when less 



warmly clothed. The second, that the young of all animaJs — 
buman yonng included — are by nature supplied with animal 
food, and onght not, at first, to be expected to thrive on food 
composed mainly of starch, or other vegetable snbatance. 

The' two or three hundred deaths between the ages of twenty 
and thirty years, in excess of the number in either the ten 
years preceding or succeeding, are fully acconnted for by refer- 
ence to three causes, viz : consumption, typhoid fever, and 
childbirth; which respectively caused the death of three hun- 
dred and thirteen, ninety-six, and sixty persons aged as above 
stated. The total number of deaths of those within that 
period was eight hundred and eighty-one. 

The average proportion of deaths of the sexes for the year 
was 5.39 per cent more males than females. Whether or not 
this corresponds with the proportion of male and female pop- 
ulation, we have as yet no means of knowing. The different 
influence upon the sexes of the conditions connected with age 
ia, however, well and strikingly shown by this table. It will 
be seen that there was more than an average excess of males 
under five — slightly less than the average between five and ten; 
this change was continued, and from ten to fifteen there were 
3.67 per cent more females than males ; it was increased until 
thirty, when it declined from thirty to forty, being 6.63 per 
cent more females than males. After forty thej-e were more 
deaths of males than females, the diflerenee being greatest 
during the period between the ages of seventy and eighty. 

The most marked contrast of the sexes was between the ages 
of twenty and thirty, when there were one hundred and 
eixty-one or 18.37 per cent more deaths of females than males. 
This was mainly due to four causes, viz : consumption, child- 
birth, dropsy, and pneumonia ; the excess from these causes 
being respectively eighty-seven, sixty, twenty, and fourteen. 
As, in a certain sense, an offset to deaths from childbirth, shoold 
be noticed that of the deaths firom casualties there were 
twenty-four more males than females ; leaving, after these have 
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been subtracted, an excess of one hundred aii,d fifty^^jtti 
females during this period of life &om the four above meoLtioned 
caus^ 

The following table is the same as the one in last RepOT|;> 
except that in this the sex is given by counties, months, and 
periods of age, instead of simply by counties for the year. It 
therefore shows the influence of the conditions connected with 
season and age upon the mortality of the sexes, as well as ufm 
the total mortality in each county ; and also the number of 
deaths of each sex during the year in every county from whkdi 
reiburns have been received*

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CAUSES OF DEATH. 



Promiaent among the conditions of life and the caufies of 
iath, are the influences of climate and season of the year. 
a effort was made to secure a meteorological record for the 
ar 1869 from each sanitary district of the State, but the fol- 
wing, from two places, were all that were obtained. The re- 
lesta were not entirely without good results, inasmuch as 
me observers have promised to furnish a record in future, 
►me additional data are required for purposes of study in 
is connection, and, in order to supply all that i^ wanted, 
servers must be found in several parts of the State who will 
re special attention to such matters as bear directly, with 
eatest force, upon the health and lives of the people. 
Tables IX and X were compiled in this oflBce, from observa- 
yna made at the Agricultural College, near Lansing, by Prof. 
. 0» Kedzie, published in the Eeport of the State Board of 
griculture for 1869. 

Table X contains results of obseiTations made at Moijroe, 
7 Itfies R E. Whelpley.

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There Bccms to be nothing very remarkable about tho mefay 
«rological records in tliis State during the year 1860, uad no 
obTiouB connecticm between the facts act forth in tbeee tnbles 
and the deatli-rate. There cun be no (jneation, however, bnl 
that, if sufficient time could be given to the study of thew 
conditions in connection with the death-rate, the result would 
be tho denionatnition of important relations between them. 
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Uan'B '•etruggto lor esiatcnee"' U large] j with tbe clement);. 
As Mr. J. Disturnell has pointed out. the progress of the hu- 
man race haa been almost completely controlled by climate. 
Only within certain limits liu^ man bet'n able (o live and pro- 
greeH, the obstacles ontsiile tlioee limits heretofore proving too 
great. The most favorable climate has been shown to be whero 
the mean temperotiirp for the year is about 48° to 53° Fahren- 
heit; and along this isothermal line arc a great majority of 
the moat prosperous cities and countries. Human life and 
progress is there subject to the most favorable circumstauces. 
The advance of knowledge, like this we are here seeking, will 
enable man to overcome many unfavorable conditions, to make 
progress in climates in which it haa been difUcuU, and will 
tend greatly to increadf tlie chances of life in the most 
favorable locations. 

It will he seen from the first colnmn of Table IX, giving 
mean lieight of baromtter for each month, that the barometer 
was highest in September, corrospondinf; with the greatest 
mortality; and was, in fact, highcHt in the five months iu 
which the greatest number of deaths occurred, allhough not 
descending in precisely the same order as the mortality by 
monthe. The comparison can be made by referring to Table 
II in connection with Table IX. 

Table IX also shows that the total rain-fall for 1860 was 
33.153 inches, — about two and one-half inches more than the 
average at Lansing for a number of years past. The average 
percentage of saturation, or humidity of the atmosphere, was 
81. Average percentage of cloudiness of the sky, 63. Num- 
ber of days on which it cither rained or snowed, 123. The air 
appears to have been more moist at Lansing than at Monroe, 
and the raiu-fnll greater. This last is not iu accordance with 
the rule that* the rain-fall becomes less with the increase of the 
latitude, as Lansing is about one degree further north than 
Monroe. Tbe quantity recorded at Monroe nwglit perhaps 
have been slightly increased if the flguree had ln'cn carried

At Monnw the miiuthly mean tuiniwi-utuif wiw highest in 
Iho months of July, Augnst, June. September. May, etc, in 
iihove order. The moutlily mean temiwraliiri' at Lansing was 
liighest in August, next highest in July, and third in Septem- 
ber, it will bo seen by Table II that tlio order of groati'sl 
mortality was September, August, October, cte. In July thr 
mortality was below the avenige, and at the same time the 
temperature wiia higlicr than in fii'ptemher or Ortolier, and at 
Monroe was higher than in any other miintli. It is readily 
.seen that tliu gi-eatesfc mortality wiw not coineidcnt with the 
highest temperature, but oecurred two or thi-ee months after 
that period. This grouping of facts shows, perhaps, the accu- 
mulated eftocta of extreme heat, and, possibly, to surae extent, 
the offoct of tlic withdrawal of tliia powerful natural stimulant- 
There is time here merely to glance at these matter.^, and nol 
sufficient to attempt to study or show ]iow much is duo to each 
of these several causes; and besides, such problems can only 
be fully elucidated by thoi-otigh analysis cif the data supplied 
hy numerous statistical observations. 

There is, however, another important relation Ix'twcen con- 
ditions of Icmperatnro ai\d the death-rate, and that is the 
con-espim deuce between the time of extreme daily range of the 
thermometer and months having greatest mortality. (The 
mean daily range for tin^ month is found by anbtracting the 
lowest from the highest temperature reached each day. adding 
together the remainders, and dividing the total by the number 
of days in the month.) At Lansing the mean daily range of 
thermometer was greatest in September, and next greatest io 
August. At Monroe tlic order by months was Se]itember. 
August, October, etc.. which, so far, wa^ also the onler of 
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greatest total mortality in the State. This eorregpondeuee 
eannoty however, be traced further. The indication would 
seem to be that, under certain conditions, extreme daily range 
of temperature is not favorable to life. This question seems 
also io be a very proper one for further examination. If this 
or either of the two last preceding propositions prove true, the 
excessive mortality at this season of the year may doubtless be 
greatly lessened, for an important step is made towards over- 
coming unfavorable influences when we leai'n their essential 
nature. Indeed, it seems plain that whenever the effects of 
such causes shall be fully appreciated, they may be reduced to 
a minimum by proper clothing, frequent change of clothing, 
corresponding with changes in temperature, and by means of 
properly regulated artificial heat. No effect has been noticed 
that could be traced to single great changes of temperature- 
At least two of the greatest changes of this kind are recorded 
in months in which less than the average nimiber of deaths 
occurred. The effect of such changes can be better learned by 
compiling the deaths by weeks instead of by months, as has 
been done. This will involve still further time and labor, but 
promises valuable knowledge in return.

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Tiibk'w XII :ind XIII are similar to Tablts I aud II in tlif 
lirst report in tiiis State, and hare been prepared for the pur- 
pose of showing the influence of couditiona coiinectt-d with 
sexj Beason, and age, upon the rate of nwrtulity from a few 
specified canaCB. 

Consumption and pneumoniii wei-e uol included, because 
they Mere deemed of sufficient importance i.o be worthy of 
special study in tables by tliemselves. 

Cancer. — Of the one hundred and thirteen deaths from can- 
cer, sixty-six, or 58.40 per cent were females. It should be re- 
membered in this connectiou, that from all causes, there were 
5.39 per oent min-e deaths of males than females, as shown bv 
Table III. The average percentage of deaths of females from 
all cftnaes was 47.110. If we subtract this average from 58.40. 
we lind that cauojr caused the death of 11.10 per cent more 
females than the average proportion from all causes. 

Taking up the influence of season upon the denth-rata from 
cancer, we find that during the first four months of the yeai' 
there "weri! twenty-two deaths ; during the second four months, 
thirty-six, and in the last four there were flfty-fivo. The great- 
est number of deaths occurred in October, and the next great- 
est number in November; the thirty-one deaths in these twu 
months showing a marked contrast with the sis deaths iu 
.Taunary and February-. 

The influence of ago seems also to be important, and was 
even more strongly marked. Of the ouc hundred and nine 
deaths in which the ago was reported, seventy-six were of per- 
sons over fifty years of age. leaving only thirty-thrco under 
that age. 

We find, then, that 10,81 per cent more females than malee 
died from cancer in 18G9; that the greatest proportion of 
these deaths occuiTed in the autnmu aud first winter month: 
and that more than three-fourths of them were of persons 
over fifty years of age. 
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If tht-fio BeviTal IucIk are found thus gi-tiniK-d toj^etlier tlirougli 
a, sufficient number of yearn to eetablieli this c.ollecition of con- 
ditions as the general rule, it Is lielioTcd that ihe evidence will 
be eafficient, taken in conneetion with what has ulrcadj been 
worked ont by the medical profession, to demonstrate the 
pseentiul nature of eanc<'r, and tend to jdace this dreaded 
malady within the class of preveutable diseases. 

Cephalitis. — By referring to Tabic IV, it will Iw seen that. 
from all causes, the percentage of deaths of males to total was 
53.69. Comparing this with Table XIII, we find that the pro- 
portion of deaths of males from cephalitis was 1.39 jxt cent 
greater than the average. The differenc!? bctwe«n tliu per- 
centages of the sexes is 7.9T, whtl« the average difference from 
all causes was 5.30. 

The greatest iinmber of deaths from this disease in any one 
month was thirty-eight, in September. The least numljers 
occurred in January, June, July, and Jfovembcr, correspond- 
ing, so far, with the mortality from all causes. The compari- 
son holds po far Ihat the disease would seem to i-esult from n 
general, or at least an average cause, estwcially as from thin 
disease alone there were not a sufficient number of deaths to 
i^ntrol the general resnlt. 

The conditions of age are quite important, for of the 22*i 
deaths. 146 were of children under five years of age. There 
were no deaths ivpnrted from this disease of persons aged over 
seventy. 

Crtnifi. — The seses siiflercd fi-ora ihis disease about equally. 
The following "Exhibit A" gives the number and percent- 
age of deaths in each month in the order of mortality, and is 
believed to be of i-ufficient importance to well repay u careful 
jtudy. It is, perhaps, proper to acknowledge that the precon- 
ceived opinion of the compiler was in uccordauee with the 
evidence here pi-esented, — that, in fact, it appears as the result 
of search on Jiis part. Attention is also called to the fact that 
the coincidences of conditions which are here so marked, can- 
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Dot hi' Ibiind if thu metuorologieal tables compiled from obaer- 
vatioiiK made at Laneing be used iiiBtead of the one from 
Honroe, whicli lias betn iise<l in this iustimuc. Nevertheleed 
the subject Hppoars to ho well worthy of Study hereafter, and 
the plan, or j!;rouiid-work, in accordingly hero Inid uut.

The evidence derived trora this Exhibit is. first, that the 
meteorological conditions which existed at Monroe during the 
months in which there were ilie gi-eateBt number of deaths 
from this diBonse, were in marked contrast with the set of con- 
ditions observed during the months in which theleaat number 
oreurrcd. There nre eo few exceptions to thi' .general teuilex 



of the evidenci-' that it aeems difficult to avoid thu pouchidon 
that some of t)ie3e i-ouditions were the osmse of death, if not 
the excitiii|^ catiBe of this di^neic. It will hv iioticetl that tfao 
least nomber of deaths occurred in July, when the mcnn daily 
range of temperature waa less than the avtrage for the year, 
when the humidity of the atmosphere was greatest, the min- 
fall greatest, and the mean tem]ieratnre higher than in any 
other month. The air then wae wiinn, moist, and uuiform in 
temperature, and the nnmtier of deaths from this diaeaee in 
each mouth seems to have been in direct projiortion to the 
absence of one or more of these rondiiions, although more 
closely connected with humidity than with cither of the other 
twa This is itartially made apparent by comparing July with 
August, which was third in order of mortality, and was no.xt 
to the highest month in temjwrature, but the humidity was 
not one-half of the average, and the mean daily range of tem- 
IMJraturo was next to that of the highest month. The insuHi- 
ciency of range of temperature aloni', as a c-ause, U shown by 
a study of the conditions in November, wlien there were moiv 
tlian an average number of deaths, and the mean daily range 
for the month was the least in the year; but hero again the 
humidity was slight, and the temperature waa also low. The 
greater number of deaths occurred in December, when the 
range of temperature was slightly lees than the average, but 
the air was very dry and cold, the mean temperature for the 
month being ,'il.05''l''. These observations are of out-door 
conditions, and it should be remembered that the capacity of 
air for moisture is much less when cold tbuu when warm, so 
that cold air saturate! with raoistare, if liuuted, calls for more 
water, and will have it, even though it be taken out of our 
bodiefL If the uir be heated before breathing, there is some 
chance of its obtaining moisture from other Mouroes, but if it 
be breathed cold, and heated by contact with the air pasaigiw 
while couiiued therein, it must take from them an uunsual 
amonut of moistun', tending to rcnilcr Ihcm dry. purchi'd.

Consider^ fur o. iiiomenl, soma of the tiimiliur pondiUpn^ 
nncler which children in coniitry residences have croup. Dur- 
ing the day they are about the house hrcflthing the air which 
has Ijeen heated, and in many cases (^iiitc liherallj supplied 
with inoiatnre from the kettles upon the stove, and, althongb 
they may have coughed a little the night before, the parenU 
have no uneasiness until iifter the cooking has been done tat 
the day, and the air beginning Id lack moisture, a little one 
again begins to cough : perhaps not, liowever, until all have 
gone to bed, the lire out, and the crisp, cold air is breathed ia, 
heated, and carries oft" with each expiration a great amount of 
moisture, and, depoailiug it ni'on the window pane, again re- 
turns for nioiv, until finally Ihc family are startled by tht- 
[wculiar, dry, metallic, cronpy cungh. It is none too early 
then to rapidly build a lire, put on the toa-kottlc. anil perhaps 
send for the doctor. 

Diarrhea. — Thin disease, was fifth 'u\ order of greatoet mor- 
tality, and resultwl in the death of 295 persons, of whom there 
were thirty-one more males than females, — a ditferenee of 
iO.iS per cent. The greatest number of deaths occurred in 
August, September, Juh', wnd October, in above order. In 
these four months there ivcre 234 deaths, leaving only sixty- 
sne to be dietrihnt*il through the other months; the least 
nuiriber being two, in Pebrnary, Two hundred and sixty-one, 
or 88 per ecnt of all the t{catlis, were of children under fivi' 
years of age. The jteriod of age between fifteen and Iwcul; 
waa most exempt from death by this I'liuae, only one h 
teen recorded. 

Dtptherla.—\l-M\>.-r more than the average number of 
died from thin diseiiMe. The order of mortality for the 
worst months was Sejitember, October, December, aud March, 
whirfi was the Siime as in first report. Tin- number for theae 
months was respect ivelv, fourlcen. twelve, ten, and nine. 
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two per cent of all deaths were of children nnder five, and 
twenty-six per cent were between five and ten years of age. 
The death of only one person was recorded over forty years of 
age, this one being between fifty and sixty. 

Dysentery. — A very large proportion of the deaths from this 
disease were of males, being 57.G2 per cent. The order of 
greatest mortality, was September, August, October, July, etc. 
In the four months mentioned thei*e were resx)ectively ninety- 
six, sixty-tbree, thirty-one, and twelve deaths, making two 
hundred and two, and leaving thirty-four to be distributed 
through the other months. Only two deaths occurred in 
February, and two in March. The deaths from this disease 
were not quite as closely confined to children as were those 
from diarrhea, although 79 per cent were of children under 
five years of age. The age at which the least number occurred 
was the same as for diarrhea — between fifteen and twenty, dur- 
ing which period less than one per cent of the deaths occurred. 

Measles. — This disease also caused the death of many more 
males than females. The greatest proportion occurred in the 
latter part of winter and spring. The greatest number in one 
month was twenty-nine, in March. In 1868 the greatest num- 
ber was also reported in March. h\ order to show whether or 
not the deaths from this disease depend mainly upon season,, 
and the disease of itself not necessarily fatal if the surround- 
ing conditions are properly regulated, a few years' time might 
suffice, if the question could be studied in connection with 
these statistics; and, in addition, we could have the number 
of cases of sickness from this disease. 

Scarlatina, — This was sixth in the order of causes producing 
greatest mortality, and resulted in the death of 252 persons. 
The proportion of females was slightly gi'eater than the ave- 
rage. It was most fatal in December, causing thirty-nine 
deaths, and next in March ; then the order was April, October, 
September, June, January; in November fifteen deaths, and 
fourteen in each of, the months of February, May, July, and 
14 
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August. In the first Report iu tliis State, tht grcat^?st uumber 
of deatha were in Dcci?mber, and iu the sectmd Report tlie 
miraber in this month wiis nest to the greatt'Sl. So far as this 
goes, it indiciitea tliiit thy deaths are in some measure defiend- 
ent upon conditiong of season, and goes towards enforcing the 
vaiuc of the knowledge already established by the medical pro- 
fession. During the general destruction and throwing off of 
the akin and liuiug membranes of the excretory organs, par- 
ticularly of the kidneys, now kuown to be a source of danger 
in this disease, it is insisted that these organs should be helped 
as much as possible, that while the kidneys are in aach bad 
condition the akin should relieve them and supplement their 
action to some extent, by increased excretion through perspira- 
tion. This cannot well occur in December without extra arti- 
ficial aid, aud as winter comes on it might, perhaps, be ex- 
pected that more deaths would result. There are many things 
to be considered, however, and among them the greater liability 
to spread the disease at seaaona of the year when children coma 
moat together, at school or nt play. It is to be hoped that the 
time will soon come when the subject will appear of sufficient 
importance to induce the people to take meiisures to stop the 
spread of this disease by destroying the contagious matter, 
through the proper use of such effective agents as carbolic 
acid and flre. 

Typhoid Fever. — A greater uumber of deaths were rcix)rted 
from this cause than from any other, except consumption. Tho 
uumber was 437. The proportion of the sexes was about Ihe 
average. The greatest number of deaths in one month was 
79, iu October; the order of mortabty, by months, was tlien, 
September, ?(i; August, 51; November, 45; December, 38, 
when the number was lapidly decreased, the least in one moutli 
being 16, in June, The age at which the greatest number died 
was during the period from twenty to thirty; next greatest 
number, between fifteen and tweuty ; then, under five years of 
nge, but uo i>criod of age wna entirely exempt. 
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Whooping Cough, — One hundred and fifty-eight deaths were 
reported from this canse. The difference in the percentages 
of the sexes was 1.90 more females than males, while the aver- 
age from all causes was 5.39 more males than females. The 
greatest number in one month was 29, in September. The 
least number was 3, in January. All deaths except nine were 
of children under five years of age.

The returns compiled in Table XIV were not yet perfect. 
Subtracting from the whole number of deaths all those under 
twenty years of age, and all whose age was unknown, and 
there remain 3^,965 cases in which the occupation might have 
been given, while it was given in only 1,863 cases, or of less 
than one-half of all persons who were reported as having died 
at and above the age of twenty years. The information to be 
derived from this table is valuable, notwithstanding, and there 
is reason for congratulation ,that in this Report the occupation 
is given in a greater proportion of cases than in the Report for 
1868 for Massachusetts, where they have collected statistics for 
twenty-seven years. 

The average age of all, twenty and over, whose occupations 
and ages were returned, was 50.85 years. This is only .28 of a 
year different from the average in Massachusetts for twenty- 
five years and eight months, ending December 31st, 1868, that 
average being 50.57. If other things were equal, this would 
15 
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indicate that the death-rate of persons aged twenty and over 
was about the same in this State as in Massachusetts, while 
the fact is that if the population of Massachusetts for 1868 be 
estimated at 1,289,200, as given on page 65 of their Keport fpr 
that year, and the percentage of deaths reported of persons 
twenty and over, be taken, it will be found to be about three 
times as great as the percentage of deaths of jxjrsons at cor- 
responding ages reported in this State in 1869, using as a basis 
of calculation the estimated population in 1869, found by sub- 
tracting thirty thousand from ^ that of June, 1870, as af page 
59 of this Report. There may be several explanations of this 
discrepancy, among which may be mentioned, first, the fact 
that the occupation is not given, in either State, in one-half 
the cases in which it might be ; secondly, the probability that 
in this State the records of mortality are not yet quite as 
closely collected as they are in Massachusetts, and if so, the 
death-rate in this State is accordingly low ; thirdly, the popu- 
lation being largely made up of people from othe^ States, and 
young people more likely than old to leave their homes and go 
to a new State, there is a smaller proportion of old people in 
the population, — the average age of the people is probably less 
than in Massachusetts. Again, the death-rate is low because 
the most vigorous of the young people tend to settle in new 
States. And, finally, the rate is low, it is believed, because the 
climatic and other natural conditions for life and longevity 
are as good in this State as in any other State, territory, or 
country. Although lying, in great part, north of the isother- 
mal line, which has been pointed out as the most favorable to 
human prosperity, the large bodies of water which surround 
the Lower Peninsula, except on the south, render the atmos- 
phere much more uniform as regards humidity and tempera- 
ture, than it would be otherwise, or than it is in other places. 
In the light of what appears in this Report (pp. 62, 96, and 97) 
regarding the connection between mean daily range of tem- 
perature and the death-rat«, this fact seems to be of more 
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importance than would at first appear. The reports of vital 
statisticd of oUier States have not generally ehown, in connec- 
tion with the death-rate, the mean daily range of temj^eratnrc. 
In Ma£eachu8ett^ where vital statistics have l>een svstematicallv 
and carefully kept for twenty-eight years, if this point had 
been considered, the question of its influence might, so fjir as 
that State is concerned, have been long since decided. 

It will be seen that more than one-half of the whole numlx^^ 
whose occupations and ages were given, were cultivators of the 
floiL The average age of these 951 persons was 55.93 years, — 
the highest average of all the classes. The order was then, 
inactive mechanics in shops, 54.90; active mechanics abroad, 
51.40; active mechanics in shops, 49.60; professional men, 
48.25 ; agents, laborers abroad, etc., 44.16 ; business men, 
43.67 ; females, 41.20 ; laborers, 40.32 ; sea-faring men, 39.08 ; 
soldiers, 34.75. 

In Class I, the gardeners lived to a givater age than the 
farmers, by three years. Among the active mechanics abroad 
was one brickmaker aged 60. The masons lived next longest, 
their average age being 58.07. In other (/lasses there were 
long-lived indindaale in several occupations, for instance: one 
hatter aged 93; button maker, 77; weaver, 74; one Indian 
chief, 93 ; two hunters averaged 70 ; one Indian, hunter and 
farmer, 57. Of the laborers, well-diggers average<l the longest 
lived, and they only 48.50 years. Professional men were the 
fifth class in the order, averaging 48.25 years. This was made 
low by including the students and teachers. If only the three 
professions of Divinity, Law, and Medicine be taken, tlie aver- 
age would be 54.70, — about equal to the inactivi; meclianics in 
shops, — while physicians alone averaged older than any one of 
the classes, being 57.80 years, a higher average than any other 
employment in which so large a number was reported. Busi- 
ness men, as a class, were a little over seven years short of the 
average. Several individuals, however, were (luite old. One 
retired gentleman was 77; builder, 76; lumber dealer. 70. 
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The merchauts averaged 45.03, — three years less than the hotel 
keepers; grocers about two years less than merchants, and 
book-keepers about seven years less than grocers, or a httle 
over fourteen and a half years less than the average of all 
•occupations reported. Seafaring men and soldiers were short- 
lived, althoiigh one captain was 63 years old. 

Among the females, the occupation of weaving seems to be 
remarkably conducive to long life, six weavers averaging 74.16 
years old. Next to this comes a physician's wife, aged 72. 
This last person had lived nearly thirty-one years longer than 
the average of all females aged twenty and over, whose occu- 
pations and ages were returned, that average being only 41.20 
years. 
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Rcmarkx uii Tabic AT, and hulls desitftied to aid in iU 
analysis. — The plan of claesifi cation is the aame ns in i)revious 
report-6, Iwitig the one in most general use in this and other 
countriw. A new and uniform system of classification, it is 
believed, would greatly facilitatt: the advance of knowledge in 
this direction ; Ijot while other States hold to this plan, it is 
only by so doing that we can make comparisons with them. 
No estenaivo compariBonB l>etwccn this and other Sttttea can 
yet be made to good advantage, because of the extremely 
dlight attention which this subject has received in this Statc_ 
Of the States whose reports are at hand, Massachusetts is, per- 
haps, the one most favorable for this purpose, having, so far. 
furnished the model vital statiatica, after which other States 
have copied to a great extcn t. By this classification, all deaths 
from specified causes are finally arranged iu five classes, and 
the number of deaths frona cacli, iu the State, and in each 
county, is shown in the table. The classes arc made up of 
orders, and the orders of the specified ciinsea of deatli. The 
method of analysis and comparison should be the same in each 
case, but will, this time, only be applied to the classes, and 
with them, only extend to divisions of the Statu. The pro- 
portion of deaths from cacli claaa for 1869, and the average of 
all yet reported, and comparisons with the same classi ft cation i 
in Massachusetts, will be seen by the following:

The difference sliown liere betweeu the two States is no 
greater than between different years in Maseachnsctts, although 
it is, perhaps, in a little different direction. So far as this 
eompai-ison goes, it wilt be seen that in Massachusetts a greater 
proportion of deaths occurreil from constitutional and devel- 
opmental diseases. (What special diseases are included in these 
classes, can be seen by referring to the table. Consumption ia 
the principal one in Class II, and old age and still-birthg in 
Class IV.) In this State a greater proportion of deaths oc- 
curred from zymotic and local diseases, and from violence- 
Tbe difference between the two States is not as great as we 
shall find between different parts of our own State; as might 
be expected, when it is remembered that between the northern 
and southern parts of Michigan the difference in latitude is as 
great !is it is between the northern part of Maine and the 
southern part of Massachusetts. In order jto make some 
slight use of the very favorable conditions Existing in this 
State for stud^ng the causes of death, the State has been 
divided into eleven geographical divisions, in each of which 
some of the conditions are obviously different from those of 
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any other diTisiou. Geological Hud topographical dittbrences. 
although of great iiuporlauec, eannot, iu thia report, receive 
tho time and attention deserved. The coining report of the 
State Geologist will doubtiesa contain much more of vahie iu 
this connection, and will fnruiHli material with which the fu- 
ture compiler of these vital statistics can, if provision ix- mado 
for it, trace much more closely the conditions and eauscB of 
death in the several geographical divisions. Some other divis- 
ion of the State, based upon surface formation, water supply, 
soil, and vegetable protUicts, should also yield valiiahle knowl- 
edge in connection with these statistics : in fact, there is hen- 
a vast field, aa yet unfilled and barren, vrhicli a very small out- 
lay should render productive of much good to the people. 
The following are tho divisions here adopted, and the counties 
embraced in each : Upper Peninsula — Includes all the counties 
there from which returns were received. Northivostem — In- 
cludes counties of Benzie, Grand Traverse. Li-ehinaw, Mauis- 
tce, and Wexford, ffort hem— Includes AntiHm, Charlevoix. 
Cheboygan, and Emmet, \ortheastern — Includes Aleona, Al- 
pena, and Iosco. Western — Includes Kent. Mason, Muskegon, 
Newaygo, Oceana, Osceola, and Ottawa. Northern Central — 
Isabella, Mecosta, and Midland. Central — Barry, Clinton, 
Eaton, Genesee, Gratiot, lughara, Ionia, Livingston, Mont- 
calm, and Shiawassee. Bay and Eastern — Bay, Huron, La- 
jteer, Saginaw, Sanilac, St. Clair, and Tuscola, Sonthwest-eni 
— Allegan, Berrien, Cass, and Van Buren. Southern Central 
— Branch, Calhoun, Hillsdale, Jackson, Kalamazoo, Lenawee, 
St. Joseph, and Washteuav . Southeastern — Miiconib, Monroe, 
Oakland, and Wayne. 

All these divisions, except tho thix'e eeulral, arc bonicrcd on 
at least one side by water, but there is great diversity in the 
relative position of tlu' land and water. The death-rate from 
all causes, and the proportion of the deaths from each class of 
cauaes to the total from all specified causes, in each of these 
dJTiaions, is here shown: ^H 
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Percentaife of Deaths, from all caHset, to Pop^nlation, and Per 
Cent of Deaths from each Class of Causes to Deaths from 
all Specified Causes, for the State, and for eleven Qeograpk- 
ical Divisions of the Slate, during the year 1869. 
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There is here sUowu to have been during the year 1869 no 
very marked difference in the mortality from all canees in these 
several dirisions. Between the one having the greatest and 
the one having the least mortality, there was, however, a dif- 
ference of .357 of one per cent, or a little leas than twenty-six 
in ten thousand. 

In calculating the percentage of each claes, the deaths from 
specified causes only were used. The nnmbcr of such deaths 
in the State was 7,803, as will be seen at the head of Table XV. 
The percentage of deaths from each class to this whole number 
in the State is first given in Eshibit C. lit ilill at once be 
seen that in the Upper Peninsula the proportion of the several 
clasBes was in marked contrast to that of the whole State, — the 
proportion of zymotic diseases being abont per cent greater 
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than tlic- uventge; of coiietitiitioiiiLl iliBoiiseB, almut nne-buir 
the tiverage ; of local diseased, nt)oiit 4 per cent less: Uevelop- 
menta) diseasM, abont U per cunt more, imd of violent deaths. 
uearly twice the ai'erage in the State. The division must Jis- 
almilur to the average was the Northeastern, where, as will 
lie readily seen from the e\hibi(, there was no cori-esjjoudeucL' 
whatever with the rest of the State in any elasa of diseases. 

The facts appear to be ilemonafci-atcd that were antioipateil 
when these divisions were planned, viz: Tliat, as the climatic 
and othci' conditions were different in each division, the 
apparent canses of mortality were different, and thiTe is ii 
eertain conf Bpoiidenee of the results in localities having simi- 
lar conditions. Although the task is a long one. smd only ii 
glimpse 18 given here, the way is perfectly plain by which we 
may, if we choose, search out the localities where the least 
number die from any given disease, and those suffering from 
that disease may thus be enabled to seek the moat favorable 
places. Not only this, Init tlie conditions existing in sitnati-^ns 
where the greatest niunbcr of deaths oocnr from given disease* 
may be ascertained, and poesibly controlled, or at least avoided. 
For instance, we find that in the L'pijcr Peninsula in 1809 the 
proportion of deaths from oonstitntioDal diseases, such aa 
cancer, consumption, scrofula, etc., was only about oue-half 
the average for the State ; while, on the other hand, the pro- 
portion of such diseases hb. measles, scarlatina, typhoid fever, 
dysentery, and cholera infantum exceeded the average. This 
is a favorable showing for the Upper Peninsula, so far as the 
natural conditions are concerned, for a great proi>ortion of the 
deaths from tliis latter class of diseases might, with proper 
knowledge and effort, be prevented. The excess of violent 
deaths was probably connected with the occupations of tlie 
people, and need not affect those who go there for other than 
mining or daugeraus employmentj". Whether or nob this was 
an exceptional year remains to be seen. To which of the dis- 
eases in each elasa was due the reduction or increase of its pro- 
portion, there does not remain time to examine; hut the table 
.uclndes the data by means of which the facts can be determmed, 
and the manner of doing ihif. by jiercent.nges and compt 
r^ons, has been indicated. 
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Note.— Still-birtliK an' included throughout this ItL'port, in 
lerery case wlten Bpeakiug of flcathE from all causes, or all spe- 
jDified ciiuisee. Abortions nre jirobably not reported as still- 
births. It is belitived to be mainly those who have reached 
tibout the full term, and in many cases so reported the cliild 
was rarely born alive, but with not sufficient ritality to main- 
tain a septirate existenre. The returns for 1869 show fleyeral 
caaes rejwrted still-bora, where, in anothtr column, the age is 
Kpven as h few hourB, or even one day in Eome casee. But if they 
aVero correctly reported bom dead, except for some cause they 
^troiild still be living, and while the study of the causes of 
Ijieath by the professional man can be ac-compliahed as well in 
Ithia way aa in the other, there seems no good reason for allow- 
llng them to di.'?tnrb the harmony, and confnse or mislead the 
jgeneral reader by being connted in one place and excluded in 
another. 

Table XVI contains su many things wortby of study and 
remark, that no attempt will be made to do justice to the sub- 
ject Certain diseases eeejn to be confined to one i>eriod of 
life, and some to otliers; some are more fatal at one season of 
the year, and otiiers at different seasons. Aside from the dia- 
s known to be necessarily peculiar to one sex, there arei 
icitheiB in which one or the other sex suffers much the most 
tererely, the reasons for which remain to be ascertained. A 
few of the specified causes are far ftom specific, but are given 
U possibly in a slight degree better than uuknowu. This is 
the case with " Inflammation," which, of course, gives no very 
definite idea of the cause of death. Many rejjorted " Conges- 
tion," etc., help to swell the number printed "Unknown," 
which amounts to 1,143, or 12.49 per cent of the whole num- 
ber of deaths. It is to be lioped that this proportion may, in 
futurt, be greatly reduced as the superv'isora become more 
familiar with the subject and interested in the work. 

The most important of the causes of death specified in this 
itable will receive some attention in connection with the tables 
following.

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• Old Age ]!■ fourth in the order, iiini it would seem to be 
"cause for ooiigriittihttion that, whilo the deiith-ritte from all 
causes was low, so large » pro])oiiion of the deaths were due 
to the natiiml decay of old age. Theoretieallv, with mau's 
eiiperior wisdom and capabilities for aseertaioing the condi- 
tions essentiat Ui life, and his power of control over tlioae con- 
ditions in his immediate surroundings, all other niode« of ] 
death ought, perhaps, to be prevented. Practically, the fact-8 , 
are, that during the year 1869 only a little over three per cent 
of all the deaths in the State were attributed to this cause. 
Diarrhea and Dysentery will receive additional attention. 
The geographical distribution of each disease in this State 
duriug the year 1869, will be seen by studying Exhibit D.

Ijwn a very great difllrenco ii 
mortalitj- from Dittrrin.>u in the several diviHioiiH, ruagmg 
one death to fourteen thousand iuhabitantfl, up to one death 
to every Bsveii huiidn-d and eighty-two pereons.— the propor- 
tion to all deaths, from less than one j>er c*nt, in llie Central, 
up to aixteeu per cent in the Xorthea^tern division. The 
Central di>ifliou, the Souths est em, and the Upper Peninstda, 
bad much less than the Hveragc mortality from this disense. 
The Northeastorn, Southenflteni, and Weflteni dii-isions had 
more than the averagb mortality, in the order named. The 
counties included in each division nm 1* seen by turning to 
page 150. 

Prom Dygi'ntery, the murtaliiy vns mon; uniformly distrib- 
uted than from Diarrhea, This disease proved raoe*t fatal in 
some places where Dian-heii was least bo. The order uf great- 
eet proportional mortality in divisions having more than the 
avera^, was. Northern Central, Southweatem, Nonhweatern, 
Northeastern, and WcBtem. There was less than the average 
proportion of deathi- from Diarrhea in the first two of these 
diviBioua. The least nunibi^r of deaths from Dysentery oc- 
curred in the, Houtheastem. Houthem Central, Jfort hem. and 
Central divifiionB, in the order named. 

The three C-entral divisions of the Stoilc were most, exempt 
from both diseases, except that in the Northern Central tte 
greatest mortality from Dysentery oci;urred. but where ih«« 
was not a death reported from Diarrhea. 

Fever, Dropsy, and Brain Disease are not very definite caused 
of death. The number opiHisitif the first named Hhouhl. if it 
were possible, be distributed through the various diseases of 
that nature. The seeond may, perhaps, caust- deafch', ultJiougfa 
it ia not properly a disease, but an indication and result of di^ 
ease of the heart, liver, or kidneys ; wliile the third mentioDad 
may include any or all of the diseuseg aff.'cling the brain. 
But nothing more definite can Iw stated of them here, 
duty of obtaining the spticific information ri-sts with 




who tirnt collect the statiatius, Apopk-xj and Puralysia were, 
for thie table only, countwl together, Ijeeaiise the latt-er is 
generally a result of the former. 

Casualty includes tho-w reported as follows: Killed by fall- 
ing trees; by falling from wagon; in a well; by a fall; by 
horses, cowe, and mnles; by bursting of millstone; by oircu- 
lar saw; between logs; in mine; by caving of well; boiler 
esploBion; explosion of fire-works; by whirlwind. And one 
fromeach of the following: Choked by tin whiatle; over-lift- 
ing; over-work; drinking ioe water ; snake bite, and bee sting. 
This last person was over one hnndred. years old, and is in- 
cluded in Table VIU. 

. It is only by perccntttge, or some proportion of the popula- 
tion, that a correct idea of the death-rate can be obtained. 
Tables XVIII und XIX show this in the State, divisions, and 
coanties, for all cau^s, for each of the four causes producing 
the greatewt numWr of deaths during the year 1869. and for 
the extremely old and young. 

Withont reflection, it might be thought that the number of 
d,eatht; from old age. and of those aged seventy and over, would 
closely correspond, but it will be seen that less than one-half 
of the deaths at seventy and over wen> attributed to old age. 
These two headings were plaewl side by side to facilitate com- 
piuieon& 

The-twortets of columns of deaths of old and young were 
put in partly to show the influence of general causes of death 
in the ssveral divisions and counties, with the impression that 
such unfavorable conditions would in this way be sooner 
_de*ecj*d, as they would prove fatal to those- least able to with- 
stand them, and thus include a greater proportion of persom? 
.at the twoBStreraes of life. 

The order of greatest mortality from Consumption in the 
divisions of the State kuo, Sontheustem, Central, Southern 
Central, Southwestern, Northwestern, Xorthem C-entral, Bay 
and EaKt^-ni, Northern, Western, \ortheaHtera, and Upper 
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Peniuaula. Thu order from I'neumouia was, Upper Pcdi^^^H 
Northern, Westem, Southwestern, Soiitlieaetem, Korthweeten^ 
Central, Southern Central, Bay and Eastern, Northern Cen- 
tral, and Northeustern. The opinion hiis prevailed to aoioe 
extent, and, without the knowledge gained through atatiii- 
tics it might he expected, that when the conditions are such 
aB to cause deiitha from Pneumonia (iuflaramation of the 
Innga), there ia greater danger I'roni Consumption ; hnt it will 
be seen that between these two (liseaeea there waa a correlation 
of quite a different kind; that in several diviaiona where there 
was more than the average mortality from Pncnnionia, there 
was less than the average from Conaiini]ition, aud vice versa. 
This correlation holds true in five of the eleven diviaiona, ia 
one it ifi equal, and in five it does not hold. In the South- 
eastern division, where the greatest proportion of (leaths 
resulted from Consumption, the per cent of deiitha from 
Pneumonia was only .038, while the average was .036. Aa 
extremely alight reduction would have made the correlation 
hold in this case. In the Central rtivisioD, where the next 
greatest number of deaths occurred from CouBumption, the 
per cent of deaths from Pneumonia was pi'ecisely the average ; 
so that the least possible reduction of the proportion wonld 
have established the correlation in a majority of tlic divisions. 
In general terms, and for all practical puriioacs, it may be con- 
sidered as so far established. The following questions, theii, 
come fairly before us : Arc the couditious which tend to oauet 
death from these two diseases similar, aa has been by some Bap- 
posed? Arc they aimply different, or are they in some way 
opposite or antagonistic ? These atatistica, if properly col- 
lected, studied, and compiled, will answer these important 
questions, definitely. SofaruB can well be done in one year, 
■the answers are given in this report, as reganls the conditions 
of age, sex, season, and geographical distribution. The last 
subject has been examined by divisions in Table XVIII, and 
can be studied by counties in Table XIX. Of the twenty-one 
counties in which the percentage of deaths from Conaumptiott__ 
was above the average in the State, ten were below, and ej^dta^ 
were above the average from Pneumonia, two were equal^J^^^H 
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the remaining one liad not population enough to show. In 27 
•counties the proportion of deaths from Pneumonia was greater 
than the average for the State ; of this number, nineteen had 
less than the average mortality from Consumption. This sub- 
ject has been studied in four slightly different ways, — of coun- 
ties having more than the average mortality from Consumption 
what number had less than the average from Pneumonia ; of 
those having less than the average from Consumption, what 
number had more than the average from Pneumonia ; and in 
the same ways, taking Pneumonia first. The result is, that of 
the fifty-nine counties returned, in ten the conditions were 
such tliat the questions could not be positively answered, — in 
some cases the percentages were equal to the average for the 
State, and in the others the population was small, and no 
deaths reportetl from one or the other disease. Of the remain- 
ing forty-nine counties, the correlation holds in twenty-nine, 
iind in twenty it does not.

ID Eshibit K. The order of greatest niortulity from these 
diseaat'B, by periods of age, is very different ; placed side by 
side they agreo in only one particular, that of having the 
least number of deaths during tlie period of age over eighty 
years. Studied as before, out of the eleven periods of age, the 
correlation holds in four, and lucks one death of doing bo in 
the afth. 

As regards sex alone, thv correlation is quite perfect, the 
excess of deaths of females from CVjnsuniptiou being 8.61 per 
cent, and of males from Pneumonia 9.01 jwr cent (Esceea rf 
males from all causes. 5.39 per cent.) 

With sex iu connection with age, it holds in three cases. In 
three cases, also, there wtus an excess of deaths of one aex from 
one disease, and of the opposite sex from the other disease; 
and in one period an excess from one disease, and an equal 
number of each sex from the other. 

Exhibit P shows relations to each disease of conditione of 
seasons, and of sex at different seasons. With season alone, 
the correlation holds in just one-half the months. The same 
is true of sex in connection with season. 

There is another way in which this subject may be studied, 
and that is by taking the average proport.ion of the deaths ot 
the sexes from all causes — 5.39 per cent more males than 
females — and finding out in how many cases the proportion 
is greater or lees from Consumption, and the reverse from 
Pneumonia. Doing so with sex by periods of age, we find the 
excess iu opjwsite directions iu four cases out of eleven ; wtth 
sex by months, in seven cases out of twelve. 

To Slim up, Consumption and Pneumonia were, in a majority 
of cases, distributed throughout the counties in an opposito 
manner. Tliis correlation holds as regards sex and season, 
but does not fully hold with age as at present, in this Report, 
divided by periods, although there was demonstrated to b^a

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As the last of the report now goes to press, there does not 
remain time to continue the study of Tables XVIII and XIX, 
or to notice Table XX, but it is hoped that they will prore 
valuable by contributing somewhat to the general stock of 
knowledge, especially concerning the one great cause of death.
